The Brooklyn Eagle makes no forecast on the 
general result, but gives a total indicated Parker 
plurality in Greater New York of 180,071, and an 
indicated Herrick plurality in Greater New York 
ot 238.919.

“This is not’ the time to consider the de- | 


his means as has his less wealthy fellow citizen. 
Whatever he may do, based on a patriotic desire 
to help elect the candidates of that party which it 
seems to him will best serve the interests of the 
country, should be encouraged. 

“Tt is. but a little while since the body of the 
people at large provided the legitimate expenses 
of a campaign.

“ Gradually and effectively, but surely not per- 


manentiy, has all this been changed. Some of- 


the enterprises which have unduly thrived through 
favoritism, and which have been. permitted by 
statute to indirectly levy tribute upon the people, 
have, in the course of time, become so rich and 
strong that they can and do contribute vast sums 
when it is made clear that it will be an advantage 
to them, and they contribute upon the promise, 
@irect or implied, that they shall be permitted to 
ccntinue to tax the. people for their own benefit. 
Upon such promises contributions have been not 
infrequently made in such large measure as to in- 
duce and procure colonization, repeating, and 
bribery in doubtful states. 


Floater System Is Admitted. 


“Thus was built up a ciass of voters known to 
local leaders as ‘ floaters,’ a class so numerous 
that party canvaesers allot to them in their can- 
vase books a separate column headed with that 
name. This condition is recognized by party 
workers, local, state, and national. They are no 
longer shoc by it. It-has become so prevalent 
that they becoming hardened to it. They 
eometimes wonder where it is to end, but under 


the stress of a campaign they postpone considera- | 


tion until the next election. 

“I am persuaded the time to begin the fight 
against those who would control the results of 
election contests for their private corporate inter- 
ests, as Gietinguished from the public interest, 
shauld begin now, and whatever the result of the 
election may be, it should be continued until the 
evil is checked. 

“ The excessively protected interests, which for- 
merly poured out their treasure in order to con- 
tinue existing and procure the passage of new laws 
permitting its further accumulation, have been 
_joined by the combinations popularly called trusts. 
Their plan is to perpetuate the present adminis- 


' tration. Such of the combinations or trusts as do 


not profit by the aid of the tariff secure their profits 
by the exercise of monopolies. Hence, their officers 
are opposed to the enforcement of law against them. 


=. Trust Purposes Clear. 


** When such forces unite to furnish the money 
which they are promised wil! control the election 
their purpose is as clear as noonday. It is to buy 
protection, to purchase four years more of profit 
by tariff taxation, and four years more of extortion 
from the public by means of monopoly. 

** Political contributions by corporatione and 
trusts mean corruption. They cannot be honest. 
Merely business interests are moved by merely 
business considerations. A corporation subscribes 
to a political party only because the corporation éx-, 
pects that party, through its control of public 
officers, executive or legislative, to do something 
for the benefit of the corporations or to refrain 
from doing something to its injury. 

** No other motive can be imagined. In the na- 
ture of things no other motive can exist. The rela- 
tions established mean the expectation, if not an 
agreement, actual or implied, that governmental 
action is to be influenced by and for corporation 
interests. No sophistry can give any other aspect 
to the transaction in the minds of reasonable men. 

“Let the defenders of the practice, if it has de- 
fenders, answers these questions: ' 

“Why do corporations and trusts subscribe to 
political campaigns? 

“ What would a trust think of a party which, 
after accepting from the trust a campaign contri- 
bution of $500,000, should permit the party's rep- 
resentative in office to take action inimical to the 
trust? 

** Would the public interest be safe in the hands 
‘of a party, the greater part of whose campaign 
funds had been contributed by corporations and 
trusts? 

“If the public welfare and the interest of sub- 
scribing corporation or trust should conflict, which 
would likely be protected? 


Ses Favoritism in Government. 


The scheme of our government opposes favorit- 
ism, but in its administration there has been much 
of ft. Indeed, it has been growing with h 
rapidity in recent years that these few that nave 
enjoyed favore—contributed either directly by 
statute or indifectly by the nonpresecution of vio- 
lations of law—represent, control, and are pos- 
sessed of many hundreds of millions of dollars. 

" These interests have decided to attempt ta con- 
tinue the present administration in power. Their 
representatives scolded about the president for 
some months, and thus contributed their part to- 
ward the effort which was assiduously made to 
satisfy the country that the trusts were opposed to 
the present administration. 

*“* Whether there were real difficulties between 
the great powers and the administration, difficul- 
ties which have since been settled to the satisfac- 
tion of all parties concerned, or whether there were 
no difficulties to be compromised and adjusted, 
their action being but a play to decelve the voters, 
the fact remains that the trusts are not now op- 
posed to the continuance of the present administra- 


tion. 
What Trusts Hope For. 

“On the contrary, It is common knowledge that 
they have determined to furnish such a sum of 
money to the republican national committee as it 
is hoped will secure the ‘ floaters " in the doubtful 
states for the republican ticket. 

** Such an attermpt conatitutes both a menace and 
a challenge to every patriotic and law abiding per- 
son In this country, a challenge which ought to be 
accepted.

now have the humiliating spectacle of a can- 
didate for the presidency of the United States 
going up and down the land deriding his 
opponent and repeating slanderous tales of 
such a preposterous character that the party 
organs which originated them had, until 
fathered by the candidate himself, almost 
abandoned them for shame. 

** Tt is perfectly legitimate to challenge the 
acts of President Roosevelt’s administration 
if one does not agree with them. 

“ But when it fs said of Theodore Roose- 
velt, a man who has concededly kept the 
*terms of hig honor precise,’ that he has 
knowledge of, connives at, or abets ‘ the 
demanding of campaign funds,’ that he is 
‘compromising with decency in order that 
sums of money may be gathered together,’ 
or is ‘levying contributions in Wall street 
upon timid and grasping industries,’ then 
it is indeed time to call his slanderers to ac- 
count, as In ordinary cases. 


Is a Syndicated Candidate. 

“The man who.made these charges—and 
I have used his own words—is the candidate 
of the democratic party for the presidency 
of the United States, Alton B. Parker, a 
hitherto respectable and respected judge and 
gentleman, but as a candidate the product 
of a compromise between Tammany Hall, 
William R. Hearst, David B. Hill, W. J. 
Bryan, the solid south, and the worst ele- 
ment in Wall street. He was syndicated by 
these people for the purpose of taking ad- 
vantage of an alleged adverse feeling in 
business circles towards President Roose- 
velt because President Roosevelt had en- 
forced the provisions of the anti-trust law.

You are not compelled, 
on the other hand, to purchase immunity for some 
wrongdoing, either actual or prospective, or to 
compound some offense committed in the past or 
The whole perform- 
ance is a shameless exhibition of a willingness to 
make compromise with decency in order that 
sums of money may be gathered together. 

“ Judge Parker's first charge against’ the 
president is one of wicked and deceitful col- 
lusion, the second one of infamous blackmail, 
and, while they are wholly inconsistent with 
each other, their inconsistency is not so 
much a matter of concern as it is that these 
allegations should be substantiated or the 
penalty for malicious slander meted out to 
their author. 


Democrat Open to Question. 


“It is a matter of common notoriety that 
the chairman of the democratic national com- 
mittee was chosen because it was hopéd to 
carry Indiana for Judge Parker by the meth- 
ods he now affects to deplore.

‘Brands Parker as a Liar. 

But with the charge that the president of 
the United States himself had selected a 
campaign manager for the express purpose 
of blackmailing corporations into heavy con- 
tributions there was a distinct change in 
the sitiation, and in spite of the advice of 
political managers, in defiance of all tradi- 
tions, and with the sole purpose of setting 
himself right with the American people be- 
fore it was too late, President Roosevelt con- 
ceived and wrote the red hot reply to Judge 
Parker which brands him as a lar in so many 
words, and which raises clearly and with- 
out question one great issue of personal in- 
tegrity as between him and the man he had 
been maligning. 

It was scarcely to be believed that @ man 
of Roosevelt's type—clean, wholesome, up- 
right, and brave—would long consent to rest 
under a charge of personal dishonesty in 
whatever office he might be holding and 
whatever might be the effect of a personal 
statement to the public. 


Two Situations Presented. 

At first it was thought that Chairman Cor- 
telyou might make a atatement for himself 
and might his own responsibility brand 
the chargés ‘made originally in democratic 
newspapers and then by Judge Parker him- 
self as shocking falsehoods. When the mat- 
ter was talked over, however, it was seen 
there were but two alternatives. One was 
to treat Judge Parker’s violation of the ordi- 
nary courtesies of political life with con- 
temptuous silence. The other was for the 
president himself to make a reply. It was 
readily noted at the outset that he and not 
Cortelyou was the man attacked, because 
it was he and not Cortelyou whe was running 
for the presidency, an@Tt-rgs he alone who 
chose Cortelyou first to be secretary of the 
department of commerce and later on to 
become chairman of the national committee. 


Cabinet Advised Silence. 

It was quite natural that members of the 
cabinet as a whole should advise against 
any personal statement by the president, 
and this is exactly what they did. Until 
the letter actually was published, nearly all 
the president’s constitutional advisers be- 
Heved silence would be the best thing for 
him “and that the people would recognize 
the fact that he was hedged about by the 
proprieties of his great office, and they would 
accordingly punish the man who had at- 
tacked him. 

They all recognized the fact that any an- 
swer by Mr. Cortelyou would necessarily be 
deficient because he could not speak for 
the president. Nevertheless, they felt that 
the good sense of the American people might 
be depended upon sp that the campaign would 
not suffer by silence and the traditions of 
the presidency would not be violated. 


Roosevelt Could Not Keep Silent. 

But this advice, however well adapted to 
the political situation, did not take into con- 
sideration the insistent honesty and the 
acute horror of personal wickedness which 
are so sharply outlined in the character of 
Theodore Roosevelt. The openness and im- 
petuosity of the man forbade his permitting 
his personal character to be assailed with- 
out a retort. 

When the cabinet officers urged him to 
wrap himself up in his dignity and leave it 
to the good sense of the American people to 
brand Judge Parker as a man who would be 
willing to make such charges without even 
attempting to prove them, they were at once 
met by the overwhelming resentment of a 
pure man unjustly attacked, and this resent- 
ment far outweighed with the president every, 
question of official dignity or political ex- 
pediency. His personal character had been 
assailed, and it had to be set right without 
loss of time. 


How President Argued Case. 

“ Suppose I am not elected,” said the pres!- 
dent in effect, when discussing his proposed 
action with his cabinet officers, “it will 
then be too late for me to brand these ac- 
cusations as falsehoods. People would say 
it was merely the whining of a disappointed 
man. | 

“If I were elected, generosity to & de- 
feated opponent would still require me to 
be silent,.and then in years to come the 
statement might be made that charges af- 
fecting my personal honesty had been made 
and that I had never even denied them.” 

The president was alert enough to dis- 
cover the real situation. Judge Parker had 
not only made the charges in the first place 
bGét in his later speeches he had called at- 
tention to the fact that the president had 
not denied these charges. There are people 
in this world who accept things which are 
constantly repeated without denial, and it 
was to reach these people and keep his own 
personal record absolutely clear regardless 
of political consequences that the president 
decided to ignore all ditions and take 
the people into his confidence. 


One of Two Things to Be Proven. 

When this decision once was reached the 
rest was easy. ‘The president had the facts 
and he had only to write them out with 
his customary vigor to convince the Amer- 
ican people of one of two things. Bither 
that the president himself had dishonored 
his high office and should be impeached or 
else that Alton B. Parker, the candidate for 
the same office, nominated by the democratic 
convention at St. Louis, should be branded 
forthwith as a liar and a slanderer. 

There is no doubt in the minde of the peo- 
ple here, and I presume there can be no 
doubt the country over, that the president 
has made the issue and set the pace with 
his characteristic bravery and Ronesty. 


Public Indorsed Action. 


A great basketful of telegrams had tumbied 
in today before Presidemt Roosevelt reached 
his office and the force of telegraphers actu- 
ally was doubled at the White house to 
handle these unsolicited messages, which 
embraced the country from ocean to ocean 
and which expressed the delight of the people 
at the president's unprecedented but mani- 
festly popular act.

ed to a mere formal statement of facts 
have all changed their opinions and have 
come to the conclusion that the personal 
honesty and the rapid fire accuracy of the 
president's message to the people wil! of 
themselves not only make clear his personal 
record, but wil! brifig him thousands of votes.

Claim Wisconsin for Roosevelt. 


“The concentrated local interest in Wis- 
ssn factional fight is well known. Not 
until late in the campaign were any requests 
received for speakers to take up the presi- 
dential contest from the stump. The state’s 
electoral vote will be given to Roosevelt. 

“In all the other northwestern states the 
democrats have failed to make campaigns, 
and general apathy has reigned to a large 
extent. Commonwealths in the extreme 
northwest and along the Pacific coast have 
been greatly interested in the irrigation and 
Philippine questions, but both these mat- 
ters have’ been in the nature of republican 
assets rather than campaignissues. Senator 
Dubois and other democrats have made an 
effort to show that they are entitled, to the 
credit for the federal irrigation movement, 
but republican speakers have been furnished 
with proofs of President Roosevelt's initia- 
tive and support of this project.

Both Republican and Democratic Or- 
ganizations Claim Victory, and the 
Decision Rests with Independent 
Voters Whe Will Cast Divided Bal- 
lots—Individual Canvasses a Factor 
in Result, Notably That of George A.

There is every indication that the battle 
ef the parties on Tuesday in the vicinity 
ef Chicago will wax hottest over the county 
Offices. With both the republican and the 
democratic organization claiming the vic- 
tory, there remains only the certainty that 
along in the county end of the ballot is where 
the independent voters—and all voters are 
independent nowadays—are going to do some 
discriminating ticket splitting. 

On the republican side there is the con- 
viction that a perfect organization, the popu- 
larity of Roosevelt and Deneen and the 
county candidates will combine to roll up a 
plurality of 45,000 for the heads of the ticket. 
On the democratic side there appears a cer- 
tain disinclination to prognosticate in cold 
figures, but the claim of victory is largely 
based on the expected results of two pieces 
of political maneuvering—the work in the 
country towns and among the socialists and 
union labor people. 


Strong Individual Campaigns. 


While in both parties the county organiza- 
tion has had general control of the campaign 
the various candidates have made individ- 
ual canvasses, which in several instances are 
remarkable. For example, George A. Trude 
is making a campaign which has attracted 
the attention of every politician and particu- 
larly of the republican leaders. If Trude is 
elected it will be largely due to his own stren- 
uous efforts. 

His opponent, John J. Healy, has been 
pretty energetic also and was the first to 
come out with a declaration that if eleeted 
he would ¢ake only the salary of the office 
and not attempt to get possession of the 
fees. Yesterday Mr. Trude came out with a 
similar statement phrased in even stronger 
terms. He declared that if he should take 
any of the fees he would be inviting the appli- 
cation of the term “thief’’ to him for the 
rest of his life. 

Mr. Trude declared that he stands on his 
record as city attorney and refers the inter- 
ested voter to State Republican Chaiman 
Roy O. West, who succeeded him in the 
municipal office. Chairman Reddick declares 
that in spite of Trude’s aggressive campaign 
Healy will beat him hands down. 


Davisand Sabath Running Evenly. 


For recorder of deeds, Abel Davis, the re- 
publican candidate, and A. J. Sabath, the 
democratic nominee, are believed to have 
about equal chances, though the work of the 
republican committee has been extremely 
painstaking and Is likely to give Davis a big 
advantage upon which his opponent cannot 
count. 

In the fight for clerk of the Cireuit court 
John A. Linn has had the advantage of longer 
experience than his democratic opponent, 
Harry Hildreth Jr., and if the latter wins it 
will be because of his tremendous popularity 
and the confidence he has inspired among 
business men who have come In contact with 
him in the city treasurer's office. 

Another pair about whom little can be 
predicted are the candidates for clerk of the 
Superior court, Charles W. Vail and John 8.

At the windup of the state campaign the 
republican managers claim a plurality of 
at least 120,000 for Charlies 8. Deneen, can- 
didate for governor. This estimate allows 
him 40,000 in Cook county and 80,000 out- 
side. 

In reaching these figures the p lead- 
ers have discounted the reports they receive 
from the organization down the state. The 
poll of the precincts outside of Chicago has 
shown figures which the men at headquarters 
have not been able to believe. Allowing a 
large discount for enthusiasm and “” hopes.”’ 
they place Deneen's figures outside of Chi- 
cago at 80,000. 


Thorough Poll of the State. 

The poll of the state, which gave the larger 
figures. was the most thorough ever under- 
taken In Illinofs with one exception. It was 
made through the agency of as complete an 
organization as the state ever had. 

Outside of Chicago this poll shows a vote 
of 124,320 for Deneen and Roosevelt. These 
figures indicate an increase of v% for the re- 
publican ticket and a decrease of over 9 per 
cent for the democratic ticket.

and ‘Jetter of acceptance. This’ was ‘perhaps not the wisest policy to have adopted; 
bat it was certainly the height of unwisdom to. change that policy towards the end 
of the campaign; for there became revealed to us, in the crisis of the contest, a man 
who could not hold steadily to ‘the plans that he had ‘previously adopted with care and 

iimking hastily prepared and ill-considered ' speeches in rejection of his own de- 
 Itberate policy’ of ‘silence.-: They’ got-the impression-further of a man,who. had: thrown 
off the mark ‘of judicial poise ‘and the guise of. _great fairness.and consideration, and had 
‘disclosed ‘the extreme of ‘partisanship ‘ahd of reckless. audacity in making charges.. This 
change of method could.not have won for’ ‘Mr.’ Parker, the fullest confidence, because 
if sho that in what appeared to him'as a great emergency, the man forgot his sailing 
‘directions and steered his craft wildly as if in panic of mind. - 

Hardly any course that Mr. Parker could have pursued would have been more in- 
judicious than the one he finally adopted in his eleventh hour series of platform 
speeches. The chief emphasis of his re:narks, in speech after speech, was given to 
the charge that Mr. Roosevelt's campaiga had been pushed by flagrantly improper means 
with money. oxterted from the trusts and corporations. But no other lines of attack 
he could have chosen would have given the republicans an opportunity for so easy and 
so crushing a reply. The: whole country knows that Mr. Roosevelt was nominated 
through the overwhelming demand of t'.e plain people, in the face of e powerful and 
determined effort on the part of the trusts and great corporate interests to thwart the 
people’s will and defeat him as a candidate for the republican nomination. Mr. Roose- 
velt owed his nomination to the approval of the mass of the people; and, if elected, he 
will owe his victory at the polls to their approval, and to nothing else whatsoever. 


Parker Selected by the Trusts. 


The case was exactly the reverse with Mr. Parker himself. His existence wa’ 
unknown to the people of the country aot long ago. He could not, therefore, have 
been made the candidate of a great party through any pressure of public opinion. 
How, then, did he come to be nominated? Somebody must have selected him in. ad- 
vance and promoted his candidacy. Certainly it has been no secret to the country 
that he was expressly selected by the trusts and corporate interests, with a view to 
the defeat of Roosevelt, who had offended Wall street to the point of bitter hostility. 
This is no republican allegation. EXvery democrat in the eountry was made to under- 
stand it by the followers of Mr. Bryan, Mr. Hearst, and various other prominent dem- 
ocrats previous to the holding of their St. Louis convention. 

For Mr. Parker, therefore—abandoning his policy of mystery and silence—to er 

on the stump and reiterate the accusation that Roosevelt is the candidate of the 

usts and that his reélection is being secured by an improper appea! to the corpora- 
tions for campaign funds.is to reverse all the essential facts of this year’s political 
situation. To do this may well astonish the public in its display of unexpected au- 
dacity; but it can only have the effect to refresh everybody’s memory regarding the re- 
markable conditions under- which Mr. Parker was sought out and forced upon the dem- 
ocratic party by the corporation agents, managers, and attorneys who have conducted 


his campaign. 
Roosevelt Unhampered by Pledge. 


Concerning the conduct of Mr. Roosevelt’s campaign, some things are to be said 


that will deserve a memorable place in the history of American politics. First, the 
contest has been carried on without a pledge or a promise of any kina im return for 
political support or campaign contributions. There is not a man in the country who 
will be able to come forward and say that he had reason to expect any kind of reward 
_or. consideration: for giving: his support this year to the republican cause. Neither 


‘any pledge of promise of offices or favors. If elected; Mr. Roosevelt. will enter upon 
| his new term with no mortgages pf any kind upon his administration. There will be 
‘no spoils of Victory to be’ distributed, and no obligation of any kind that would ham- 
} per President Roosevelt in consulting at every step the highest and best interests of 
the country. Mr. Parker, on the other hand, has owed his nomination tc the work of a 
‘group of well known individuals; and the conduct of his campaign in like manner has 
<0 in the hands of the Hills, the Sheehans, the Belmonts, the McCarrens, and others 
similiarly known. Does any one suppose that if he were elected there would be no ob- 
‘ligation recognized towards these gentlemen and the especial interests that they rep- 


resent? 
Cortelyou Not a Trust Biackmailer. 


“It would, of course, have been practically useless for Mr. Cortelyou to answer the 
sweeping accusations brought against him but supported by no facts whatsoever. It 
is the height of absurdity to try to persuade the American people that Mr. Cortelyou 
was put into the cabinet in order to learn the secretsof corporations and thus fit him- 
self for the raising of campaign funds. He was appointed to the cabinet, first, because 
his fitness was recognized by President Roosevelt and by a host of public men at 
Washington of both parties, and, second, because it was known that Mr. McKinley 
had intended to put him into the cabinet and Mr. Roosevelt was heartily and in good 
faith carrying out Mr. McKinley’s plans and imtentions in so far as possible. Mr. Cor- 
telyou’s remarkable talent for organization made it desirable that he should assume 
the work of knitting together the various bureaus and public services that were 

ped in the new department of commerce and labor. 

It was known that Mr. Payne’s health would oblige him to retire from the cabinet 
ir the ngar future and Mr. Cortelyou was to have been transferred to the postoffice 
ener There was no thought of making him chairman of the national commit- 

tee, and he was not in training for that office. But Mr. Hanna’s illness and death 
made vacant the place that he would probably have kept if he had lived and had re- 
tained his vigor. A number of others were asked to take the place, but for one reason 
or another they could not accept it. Finally Mr. Cortelyou’s name was suggested, 
and it met with favor, for reasons highly creditable to everybody concerned. The 
present chairman of the republican national committee and the future postmaster gen- 
eral is a man whose dominating qualities are integrity and conscientiousness. What- 
ever Mr. Parker may allege or suppose, it is widely known that Mr. Cortelyou had 
not, as secretary of commerce, possessed himself of the secrets of corporations, and it | 
is also well known that he has not been extorting money from corporations for cam- 
paign purposes. 

There is no trust or - railroad or adatusted industry or other corporate interest in 
this country that will ever in public or in pivate assume to say that it has purchased 
any favor or indulgence at the hands of Mr. Roosevélt’s administraticn through gifts 
of money for campaign purposes. This is not to deny that men prominently connected 
with corporate interests may have contributed to the republican funds. Undoubtedly 
it has come to be the prevailing opinion among responsible business men that the re- 
election of President Roosevelt is highly important from the standpoint of the business 
of the country. In the minds of many business men, naerane success is associated 
with business depression. 


Parker as a Trust Underwriter. 


The country had for a moment believed that there had been an improper use of the 
powers of the government’s department of commerce to secure campaign money and sup- 
port. Such an idea must have bee: completely dispelled by the president’s sweeping 
statements, issued Saturday morning, that Mr. Roosevelt could have beer guilty of any 
such official misconduct. A right minded nation would in no case have believed, but 
doubtless ue felt that the dignity of his high office required a direct denial. More dam- 
aging, however, if possible, to the position of his opponent, were the statements made 
by Gov. Odell, which showed that Mr. Parker while chief judge of the Court of Ap- 
- peals of New. York had been secretiy participating in trust promoting schemes in Wall 
street. No thoughtful citizen will wish to place too harsh an interpretation upon this 
disclosure. To say the least, however, it would indicate a lack of that careful sense 
ot official propriety that we are accustomed to believe should c§ntrol the private busi- 
ness relations of a man holding a high judicial position. 


Republican Campaign Has Been Clean. 


In so far as the present campaign has been directed from the national republican 
headquarters, it has. been upon a high.plane. Its keynote has been found in the speeches 
of men like Secretaries Hay and Taft, Mr. Elihu Root, ex-Secretary [now senator]. 
Knox, Senator Fairbanks, and other men of a similarly high intellectual and personal 
repute. There have been no tricks, or dodges, or attempts to becloud issues, or throw 
dust in the eyes of the voters. There has not been an unduly large campaign fund—it 
has probably been less than half that which the republicans expended four years ago— 
but it seems to have been as large as was really needed, :nasmuch as the issues were 
plain, the public was already informed, and the newspapers of the country had made this 
preéminently a campaign “ot the printed word rather than the stump. In the last 
month there has been a great dea! of effective speaking; but the chief work has been 
done through the means of printer’s ink. 

The government of the United States under President Roosevelt is what the plain 
business man would call a “ going concern.” The great work of adminstration has 
never in this country been as well organized as it is today, A change would involve 
a vast deal of disturbance. Mr. Roosevelt's election will mean the retention of Mr. 
| Hay as secretary of state and the utilization of his highly trained services. It will 
mean the retention in public employ of a great number of other men who have become 
particularly well fitted for their duties. Mr. Roosevelt himself is protably today the 
greatest living master of the practical work of public administratior He is not the 
ruler of this country, but he is its chief servant; and its affairs are carried on under his 
eye and hand with a diligence, a physical and mental vigor, a keen sense of public duty, 
and a habit of efficiency and of achievement that constitute a great public asset. The 
American people do not seem to be in any. mood to dispense with the services of such

When Charles 8S. Deneen left Library hall, 

Austin, last night In his automobile, he had 
made his last speech in Chicago, having 
appeared in every ward, and having made 
seventy-six speeches in sixteen days.

SITUATION NEAR MUEKDEN. 


MUKDEN, Nov. 5, via Peking.—The Rus- 
sian and Japanese armies are now so close 
together that maneuvering is almost im- 
possible. The Japanese are confining them- 
selves to occasional night attacks, during 
which they shell the villages occupied by 
the Russians. In thesé attacks they wound- 
ed several Russian officers. 

The uninterrupted activity conspicuous be- 
tween the opposing positions, that on thé 
plain and on Hungpao hill, occupied by the 
Japanese, and on Manalon hill, named after 
a Russian general, daily threatens a formid- 
able outbreak. From Hungpao, the capture 
of which by the Japanese was reported Oct. 
12, the Japanese are now shelling the Rus- 
sians with captured Russian guns, and the 
resulting feeling among the Russians indi- 
cates that this spot, which is the most prom- 
inent along the entire line, will doubtless 
initiate the coming battle. 

Occasional casualties are reported at Pien- 
chiapu on account of its exposed position as 
the apex ©* an aggregating wedge used 
against the Japanese right.

SEES A REBUFF FOR GERMANY. 


London Press Believes Intrigue at Ber- 
lin Sought to Embroil Russia 
and Great Britain. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 


LONDON, Nov. 5.—It is long since England | 


has experienced a week of such varied emo- 
tions. Saturday morning found the English 
press and the ministerial opposition alike in 
congratulating the government and the 
country on the prompt and sufficing salve 
that had been administered to the nation’s 
wounded amour propre. By Tuesday after- 
noon the public feeling was at fever heat. 
Gradually the tension relaxed. Since then 
the government has maintained reticence 
and at the present moment the public is ina 
state of grumbling quiescence. 

Meanwhile, though the sense of strong dis- 
satisfaction remains, the week's develop- 
ments have brought one source of satisfaction 
to the English people. It is being increasing- 
ly felt that the avoidance of war by means of 
a commission of inquiry has been a distinct 
rebuff to Germany's aims. It is a safe rule 
to assume that the line taken up by the Ger- 
man press on any important line of foreigr 


politics is “ inspired.”” At the outset of the | 


present complication the German press de- 
clared that Great Britain had suffered a great 
wrong and should exact the most adequate 
reparation. 

The tone of the Geneva press, in fact, was 
sympathetic with Great Britain without be- 
ing actually hostile to Russia. That caused 
considerable annoyance at St. Petersburg, 
but after urging Great Britain to stand up 
for her rights in language pointing directly 
to war the German press changed tone the 
moment the immediate danger of war passed. 

The Tageblatt characterized the “fuss” 
made by Great Britain as an empty biuff, 
which degraded the empire in. the eyes of the 
world. The Vossische Zeitung declared that 
the British always were ready to flourish the 
union jack, but rarely were prepared to fight 
for it. The arrangement was generally de- 
clared a severe check for British diplomacy. 

The Spectator, commenting hereon, says: - 

“The Germans, in a word, were anxious 
to witness a stiff fight between Great Britain 
and Russia. Now that the opportunity has 


faded away they are proportionately disap“ 
pointed.” 


JAP PLOT AT TRE HAGUE? 


RUSSIANS EXCITED BY A NEW} 


BALTIC FLEET RUMOR. 


Declared Now That a Deliberate Con- 
spiracy te Attack and Destroy the 
Squadron in the North Sea W 
Planned at the Capital of the Neth 
erlands by the Mikado’s Minister— 
Pians for the Inquiry Into Outrage 

om Fishing Fleet Accepted. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 5, 5:40 p. m.—A 
sensational report is current here, attributed 
to a high authority, that Russia will under- 
take-before the international commission to 
prove that the Japanese minister at The 
Hague actually organized an attack on the 
Russian squadron and will produce a mes- 
sage sent by the minister containing com- 
plete evidence that such was the case. 

The reports of British warships following 
up the various divisions of the Russian 
squadron are causing intense irritation here. 
The Sviet says: 

“The shadowing of the Russian squadro 
by British cruisers cannot goon. This game 
must be stopped, and the sooner the better.” 


Russia Accepts the Treaty. 
Russia has accepted the telegraphic draft 
of the Anglo-Russian convention for the 
commission of inquiry into the North sea 
incident, submitted te Russia on Wednes- 
day; as announced in three dispatches at 
the time, and the final exchanges will be 
ratified in London. The convention covers 
six articles, as previously forecast from here. 
The commission will sit in Paris and will 
consist of five members, Russian, British, 
American, and French, the representatives 
ef these four nations to cheose the fifth 


member. 


Broad outlines for the inquiry are laid 
down by the convention, but the commis- 
sion will have wide latitude in determining 
all the relevant facts. Although the con- 
vention is agreed to, it is believed that some 
minor matters connected with the subject, 
the exact nature of which cannot be ascer- 
tained, are still undecided. 


Terms of the Agreement. 

The terms of the convention, as described 
by articles 9 to 14 of The Hague peace con- 
vention, are as follows: 

1. The commission is to consist of five 
members—namely: officers of Great Britain, 
Russia, the United States, and France—these 
to select a fifth. If they cannot agree upon 
a choice, the selection is to be intrusted to 
the sovereign of some country to be chosen 
by Great Britain and Russia. 

2. The commission to report on all the 
circumstances relating to the disaster and 
to establish the responsibility. 

8. The commission to have the power to 
settle all questions of procedure. 

4. The parties to bind themselves to sup- 
ply the commission with all the necessary 
Information, facilities, etc. 

5. The commission to meet in Paris so soon 
as possible after the signature. 

6. The report of the commission to be offi- 
cially communicated to the respective gov- 
ernments. 

Provisions are to be added regarding the 
assessors’ and agents’ expenses, a decision to 
be reached by a majority, etc. t 

It is expected that the commission will as- 
semble in about a fortnight. The greatest 
satisfaction prevails at the foreign office at 
the complete agreement reached, and a firm 
hope-is expressed that the American ad- 
miral to be selected by the United States to 
sit on the commission will prove an impartial 
judge of the facts submitted.

Russian transport Kamtshatka. The Novoe 
Vremya says the commission will have an 
opportunity of seeing the wireless messages 
on the subject. 


Points of the Russian Case. 


Four points of the Russian case, as pre- 
sented simultaneously by special dis- 
patches from Paris to two papers here, which 
bear evidence that they came from insplred 
sources, are as follows: 

1, Information which reached Vice Ad 
miral Rojestvensky as he was leaving Dan- 
ish waters showed that suspicious vessels 
were in the North sea, navigating first under 
one flag and then under another. 

2..The transport Kamtchatka’s report by 
wireless telegraph, some time before the in- 
cident occurred, that it had seen two torpedo 
boats. (The Kamtchatka being then {firty 


| miles behind the squadron.) 


8. Later the receipt of a suspicious wireless 
message signed ‘‘Kamtchatka,” asking for 
the exact latitude and longitude of the squad- 
ron, a message which it was afterward ascer- 
tained was never sent by the Kamtchatka. 

4. Then the appearance of two torpedo 
boats alongside the squadron,.which could 

mot have been Russian, as all the Russian 

torpedo boats were then in the English chan- 

nel. The squadron did not fire until the tor- 
boats were seen. 

The fact that only seven torpedo boats are 
now with the squadron, whereas eight left 
Libau, is explained by the fact that one of 
them broke down before the squadron left 
Danish waters and was towed back to Libau

Excitement at Gibraltar. 

GIBRALTAR, Nov. 5.—Much excitement 
was caused here today by the fact that or- 
ders were received by the battleships Vic- 
torious and Magnificent to proceed at once to 
sea and keep strict watch on the straits. The 
sailors on shore were at once recalled to 
their ships by an alarm gun. The presence 
of the Russian squadron in these waters 
and the possibility of something transpir- 
ing to necessitate the.interference of the 
British vessels are keeping the garrison and 
town on the alert. 


Russian Fleet Sails. 


TANGIER, Morocco, Nov. 5.—The entire 
Russian fleet of warships, accompanied by 
ten colliers and a hospital ship, sailed from 
here this morning. They took a westward 
course. 

When the ships finaly disappeared on the 
horizon they were heading west-southwest.

LONDON, Nov. 5.—Baron Hayashi, the 
Japanese minister, asked today regarding the 
report current at St. Petersburg that the 
Japanese minister at The Hague had organ- 
ized an attack on the Russian squadron, em- 
phatically denied that any action had been 
taken at The Hague.

VIENNA, Nov. 5.—Rioting by Italian an@ 
German students was renewed at Innsbruck 
this afternoon, but by evening there were 
no more disturbances and the town was 


quiet. 
Three companies of imperial chasseursand 
one company of infantry had arrived and 


others are expected. 

The authorities are prepared to declare 
martial law if any further disturbances arise 
and become grave enough to call for radical 


measures. 
International Feeling Strained. 

There is no attempt to disguise in certain 

. official circles the apprehension that the rela- 

tions between Austria and Italy; which have 

been strained for some time, are now near the 


breaking point. 

It is well known that the anti-Austrian 
feeling throughout Italy will be greatly in- 
creased by the unfortunate events of Thurs- 
day, and the public feeling, which has long 
been excited under the propaganda of the 
Dante Alighieri society, may become in- 
flamed to a war pitch. 

There can be no doubt that Rotwithstand- 
ing the earnest efforts of the German emper- 
or and of count von Billow to pour oil upon 
troubled waters, the triple alliance is prac- 
tically at an end. The trouble was revived 
recently by the failure to renew the commer- 
cial treaty between the two countries. 

The riots which began late Thursday night 
are the outcome of many years of conflict 
over the’ establishment of an Italian uni- 
versity in Austria. The Italian subjects of 
Emperor Francis Joseph had 
plained that they were forced to attend 
universities where instruction was given in 
the German tongue, although Italian was 
employed in their home district, and they 
demanded that such an institution should 
be established at Trieste. 

The government, however, refused on 
various grounds, though the real reason 
for refusing to entertain the proposition 
was said to be its unwillingness to do any- 
thing that would tend to increase the in- 
fluence of the Italian nationalists in such 
an important city. 

Finally, as a compromise, the ministry de- 
cided to form a separate Italian faculty of 
law in connection with the university at 
Innsbruck. This t was strongly 
opposed by both Germans and Italians. 

Innsbruck is purely a German city with an 
insignificant number of Italian residents. 
The German inhabitants protested against 
the creation of an Italian faculty, declaring 
it would injure the German character of the 
city. Nevertheless the project was carried 
out. 

The building erected for the purpose was 
opened Thursday morning with due form and 
ceremony, perfect quiet prevailing. The 
peace was maintained until Jate in the even- 
ing, when the streets began to fill with Ger- 


man citizens. 
Precisely how the disturbances arose ifs 


still a matter of uncertainty. According to 
the official report, a number of Itallan stu- 
dents were hooted at by crowds of Germans. 
The Italians, excited by the events of the day, 
drew revolvers and fired into the crowd. 
Three persons were dangerously and several 
others slightly wounded. The Itallans im- 
mediately fled to a neighboring hotel in the 
Weisse Kreuz, hotly pursued by the in- 
furiated Germans, who besieged the buliding 
and smashed all the windows looking upon 
the street.

The preliminary hearing of Banker Isaac 
N. Perry. charged with arson in connection 
with the burning of two buildings at the 
works of the Chicago Car and Locomotive 
company at Hegewisch, was begun yesterday 
before Justice Frank Foster in South Chi- 
cago. Inthe three hours of the hearing the 
prosecution got no farther than the laying 
of the ground work of the case it expects to 
make. City firemen were tne chief witnesses 
and their testimony was confined to the de- 
tails of the burning of the structures Sunday 
evening, Oct. 8 | 

On the reconvening of court at 10 o’clock 

tomorrow morning, it was announced, 
Bock, the watchman who accompanied Mr. 
Perry through the plant a few hours before 
it wes discovered to be on fire, will be put 
on the stand. Then, it is expected, the 
banker will be brought into the case and the 
hearing will be onin earnest. 


Hints at Line of Defense.. 

While no inkling was given directly by Mr. 
Perry's attorneys of the line of their defense, 
some significance was attached to the per- 
sistency with which they crose questioned 
the witnesses on a few points. The details 
on which they sought light were as follows: 

When did the first fire start? 

How ‘much time elapsed between the first and 


the sécond fires? 

How are records of fires kept at the Hegewisch 
fire station? 

In what direction was the wind blowing the 
evening of the fire? " 

What buildings in Hegewisch were set on fire, 


outside of the car company grounds, by the wind 
blown sparks from the burning shop? 


Superintendent of Plant Resigns. 

The resignation of Wiillam C. Hunt, super- 
Intendent of the locomotive works, was sent 
to Mr. Perry in a letter majied last night. 
The conclusions drawn from the action were 
that Hunt.will present testimony, favorable 
to the prosecution. It ts said that he will 
Substantiate evidence to be offered hy the 
watchman.

He is @eciared to have talked wildly, and 
seemed bent upon carrying out his design 
against Kohl's life. After trying vainly to 
calm him employés called the police, and 
took the man into a saloon at Washington 
and Clark streets. 

Antink made a desperate fight when the po- 
lice arrested him, and tried to turn his re- 
volver against himself, The struggle caused 
a commotion among the patrons, who fied. . 

When he was at the station the 
following letter was found in Antink’s pock- 
ets: 
After twenty-five years of faithful service I find 
myself out of employment. Last July I was told 
I would heave to take a two weeks’ vacation in 
order to give work to another man. After four 
months of all kinds of promises I find it was only 
a “ freeze out.” There is nothing left for me but 
a choice between abject poverty and suicide. [ 
choose the latter. Retribution will overtake those 
who have caused the ruin of me and my family.

ST. GERMAIN BOYCOTTED. 


Gen. Horace Porter Joins Ranks 
of Automobilists, and Will 
Tour France.

PARIS, Nov. 5.—S8t. Germain is again boy-

Auto Freight Rates Reduced. 

It’ will be interesting to Americans expect- 
ing to take their automobiles to the Riviera 
this year to know that reduced rates for 
carrying automobiles on the railroads are 
now in force on all the principal lines. This 
is expected to increase materially the number 
of autos on the Riviera this season. When 
a round trip ticket for four months Is pur- 
chased the cost of transporting autos is re- 
duced just one-half. This makes a big differ- 
ence when one is continually going back 
and forth. 


Gov. Porter Joins Auto Brigade. . 


Gen. Horace Porter has at last joined the 
ranks of the automobilists and will go in for 
the sport as much as his diplomatic duties 
will permit. He has just ordered a twenty 
horse power automobile and probably will 
make a tour this winter in the south of 
France.

Hill Climbing Contests a Success. 
The hill climbing contests at Gailion this 
year were an extraordinary success.

DR. J. SAMUEL M’CUE CONVICTED 
OF WIFE MURDER. 


‘Condemned Man Weeps Bitterly When 
Jery Amnounces Verdict, Which 
Means for Him Death on the Gallows 

Proofs of the Crime Were Conclu- 
sive — Insurance Companies Raise 

Question as to Payment of $70,000 
Should He Be Executed. 


Charlottesville, Va., Nov. 5.—Dr. J. Sam- 
mel .McCue,. for two terms mayor of Char- 
lottesville and for many years a lawyer at 
the bar before which he was tried, was found 
guilty of murder in the first degree today on 
the charge of having killed his wife. This 
carries the death penalty. 

As the jury filed in there was silence in the 
courtroom, and when the defendant was 
asked to stand up he rose calmly. When 
the words determining his fate were uttered 
he showed no signs of emotion, but when his 
little daughter, Ruby, with eyes reddened 
by crying, climbed on his lap and his rela- 
tives, who have surrounded him throughout 
the trial, moved closer, tears streamed down 
his cheeks and the anguish he felt was de- 
picted on his face. 


Insurance Companies Worried. 


An interesting question will be raised by 
various insurance companies as to their lia- 
bility In the event of McCue’s execution, in- 
asmuch as he holds several policies aggregat- 
ing $70,000. The amounts range from $3,000 
to $20,000, and many of the policies are issued 
by fraternal organizations. 

The neighbors and police were first ap- 
prised of the murder of Mrs. McCue Sept. 4 
by the jangling of telephone bells and the 
tones of McCue’s excited voice as he told 
them that a strange man had entered his 
house. 

When the police arrived they found his 
wife dgad in a bathtub partly filled with 
water, the body clad in-a nightdress and 
covered with blood from a gunshot wound 
in the breast, her nose broken, and her face 
bruised. Examination of a bruise on Mc- 
Cue’s cheek showed that so slight a blow 
would not have stunned a 6 year old child. 
Part of one of McCue’s shirts was found, 
covered with blood, under the bathtub. 

Crime Fastened on Husband. 

Ai warrant was obtained and McCue was 
arrested and placed in the jail, which was 
heavily guarded for fear of mob violence. 
The jury then made along report. It found 
that on returning from church at night Mr. 
and Mrs. McCue had quarreled. In anger 
McCue had attacked her, smashing her nose 
and bruising her face. Weeping, she entered 
the bathroom and turned on the water in the 
tub to wash away the blood. | 

When she returned to the bedroom she 
carried her son’s baseball bat in her hand, 
and with it she struck him a slight glancing 
blow in the face. In fury he picked up his 
fowling piece and pursued her to the bath- 
room. Before she could close the door he 
fired and she fell backward into the tub 
with a mortal wound in her breast.

HINGES DEFY ENGINEERS. 


WILL RETURN TO WORK DESPITE 
THEIR PROTESTS. 


Agreement Is Re~ hed with Operators 
by Which Re. .ced Seale Becomes 
Operative—Hoisting Engineers Re- 
fuse to Yield Until Théeir Demands 
Are Granted and Terms Acceded To 
by Miners Are Ignored by Brother- 
hood Men. 


Springfield, Tll., Nov.. 5.—[{Special.}—The 
miners and operators had a conference today, 
the result being a joint agreement for the 
employment of-miners. The agreement pro- 
vides that all engineers shall be members of 
the United Mineworkers, but makes the pro- 
vision that they shall not be under the juris- 
diction of the pit committees. They wil! be 
answerable only to district and state officials. 

The operators insist on this because of the 
danger of local strikes which involve the 
shutting down of the mines pntil the higher 
officials-can pass on the controversies. If 
the engineers were to walk out in such cases 
the safety of the mines would be impaired, be- 
cause the pumps would be stopped and the 
workmen: could not get into the mines to 
repair damages. 


Reduced Wage Scale Accepted. 


By the agreement the engineers are to re- 
ceive the wage scale of last year, less 5.55 
per cent reduction, which was insisted upon 
by the operators. This is the same reduction 
which the miners had previously accepted. 
The agreement was ratified by the executive 
committee of the miners’ union as soon as 
it was reported from the conference. The 
operators will hold a meeting in Chicago 
Thursday and give it their sanction. 

Following the announcement of the agree- 
ment the officers of the Brotherhood of En- 
gineers called upon the men in the different 
districts to take action regarding it. This 
evening they announce that. the engineers 
are still loyal to the union and that the strike 
will continue. Not a single district, they 
say, has voted to return to work and join the 
United Workers. 


Stand of Engineers Censured. 

Secretary Ryan of the miners declares that 
unless the Brotherhood of Engineers accepts 
the conditions and comes into the miners’ 
organization they will not be permitted to 
work in the Illinois mines. 

“Do they think,” he said tonight, “ that 
they can throw 50,000 men out of work with- 
out consulting them, refuse to arbitrate, and 
then expect the miners to stand by them?” 
We will keep our agreement with the opera- 
tors and the mines will be opened.”’ 

Ryan accuses the officials of the engineers" 
brotherhood of double dealing with the min- 
ers. He says that after they went into the 
conference with the miners’ officials to se- 
cure aid from the latter the engineers under- 
took to open secret negotiations with the 
operators and proposed a settlement to them 
without consulting the miners. 

The brotherhood men admit that they pro- 
posed a conference with the operators, but 
deny that there was anything underhanded 
in the transaction.

RADIUM IN THE WORKS MAKES 
THE WHEELS GO ROUND. 


Lord Raleigh, the British Scléntist, 
Constructs an Ingenious Clock the 
Motive Power of Which Consists of 
Magnetized Gold Leaf and a Small 

Quantity of theeNewly Discovered 
Element—Says, Barring Accidents, 
It Will Run Twenty Centuries. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
{Copyright: 1904: By the New York Herald. ] 
LONDON, Nov. 5.—Lord Raleigh has made 
a radium clock which will go for 2,000 years 
without winding up. In this clock a small 
piece of gold leaf is electrified by means of 
an exceedingly small quantity of radium salt. 
It bends away upon the metal substance and 
keeps on moving under this influence until 
it touches the side of the vessel. At the 
moment of contact it loses its electrical 
charge, upon which it springs back and is 
electrified again. The repetition of this 
process over and over again is the whole 
secret, and Sir William Ramsay considers 
that the clock might be expected to go on, 
barring accidents, for a couple of thousand 
years. 

When asked if such a clock could be made 

a reliable timekeeper by which a business 
man could keep his appointments, Sir Will- 
jam answered: “ Yes, as far as the principle 
is concerned. You have the energy, and un- 
less the thing stuck at some time or other 
it would go on and on, and could bé regulated 
to move the hands on a clock face to a me- 
chanical nicety. 
Sir William Ramsay thinks such a clock 
would not be an expensive luxury and that 
ic ought to be possible to make one for about 
$1,000.

Wheat seeding was stopped 
and growth of early sown is suspended, while 
late seeding is yet unsprouted. North of the 
Ohio river there has been some shortage in 
rainfall, but while moisture would be ac- 
ceptable, the wheat is not suffering. In 
southern and central Missouri little moisture 
ie recorded, and late sown wheat is begin- 
ning to show signs of deterioration, but as 
the weather is cool the amount of positive 
damage is smell. A smal! district in south- 
ern Kansas and part of Oklahoma is short 
of rainfall to date, but the crop generally is 
in high condition. With the excéption of 
and Oklahoma. 
G@rought damage of wheat up to date is not 
sufficient to justify any apprehension.” 

A Kansas City message to Sidney C. Love 
says: “ We are receiving some discourag- 
ing reports from the best winter wheat belt 
of Nebraska complaining that Hessian fly 
has practically destroyed a great many of 
the wheat fields. The damage is consider- 
able, and unless we have a change in the 
weather there is no reason why this damage 
will not apread.” 

Three stations of the Home Grain company 
of Kansas City reported showers in Okla- 
homa Friday afternoon. 

Some interesting figures and opinions on 
the movement of wheat in Kansas and where 
it has gone occur in the correspondence of 
the Northwestern Miller from Kansas City. 
Commenting on the report to the Peavey 
house there from agents along the Union 
Pacific in twenty-one counties which raised 
80 per cent of the crop that 3 per cent of 
the wheat was still in farmers’ hands, the 
Kansas City Star said: “ If the percentage 
-for the entire state is the same as on the 
Union Pacific, the Kaneas farmers have on 
hand only 21,000,000 bu of the 63,000,000 bu 
reported by Secretary Coburn to have been 
produced this year. That would not be more 
than enough to keep the mills of the,state 
running for the remainder of the year." 
Commenting on this the Miller's 
correspondent says: eports from mill- 
ers indicate a larger percentage of the crop 
than shown above still is held by the farmers. 
The figures above do not include country ele- 
vator stocks in shipping houses, which are 
admittedly small, nor stocks held by country 
mills, which are large and in known in- 
stances are sufficient to supply the milis 
running full time for two to three months. 
And it is extremely improbable that full time 
running will be a feature of the next three 
or four months

E. H. Harriman has ordered for use on 
the Union and Southern Pacific system a 
locomotive expected to make 100 to 120 miles 
an hour and run from ocean to ocean without 
a stop. 

The locomotive is a fireless, smokeless, 
waterless power house on wheels. It needs 
no coal and throws no sparks nor cinders. 
Its builders say it can carry enough fuel for 
a 3,000 mile.run, Theoretically this has all 
been figured out to a mathematical certainty, 
but it has yet to be practically demonstrated. 
The new engine uses a combin&tion of com- 
pressed air, fuel, oil, and electric power, and 
is an application of the Diesel type of en- 
gine to a locomotive, it is building at Provi- 
dence, R. I. The Diesel engine, which here- 
tofore has been used only for stationary 
work, is to be made to drive a dynamo, which 
will provide the electrical power fér the Jo- 
comotive. 


Figure on Grain Handling Agreement. 

The New York .produce . exchange has 
adopted a new agreement regarding the 
handling of grain by the trunk lines. The 
contract now in effect has been in force dur- 
ing twenty years, and is said to be anti- 
quated and no longer serves present require- 
ments.

DARTHOUTH-HARVARD 


UNTRIED CRIMSON TEAM UNABLE 
TO SCORE ON COLLEGIANS. 


Record Crowd Sees Game at Cambridge, 
Mass., in Which After Fifty Minutes 
of Terrific Play Neither Goal Had 
Been Crossed by Ball—Capt. Huriecy’s 
Men Give Satisfaction to Rooters, as 
the Eleven Is Considered in Second 
Rate Class. 


Cambridge, Mass., Nov. 5.—[Special. }—Ter- 
rific line plunges, daring tackling, and mag- 
nificent rallies were the features of a0to0 
game played this afternoon on the stadium 
gridiron between Harvard and Dartmouth. 
The crimson made a splendid showing with 
its badly: disorganized team, as the eleven 
men had never played together in a game 
this season. 

The record crowd of the season was in at- 
tendance, more than 27,000 paying admission 
to see the contest. For weeks Dartmouth 
trained faithfully in the hope of repeating 
last year’s victory, and the wearers of the 
green and white showed the effect of their 
preparation by their brilliant efforts to down 
the crimson. 

New Switch at Start. 

’ Harvard started the game with Pruyn at 
left, Meier at right tackle, White at left 
guard, and Starr at quarter. This quartet 
never figured together in any previous bat- 
tle. Although their work was a trifle crude, 
the coaches felt satisfied with playing them, 
as the development for the Yale game can 
now be started in earnest with all the first 
string men in prime condition. 

The teams were evenly matched in weight, 
and this gave Harvard an exceptional op- 
portunity to see what its team could do 
against this well drilled eleven that has 
not been scored on this season. By losing 
the toss Harvard was forced to buck up 
against a strong wind in the first period, 
but nothwithstanding this held Dartmouth 
successfully, and after the first few minutes 
of play ‘the visitors were not within dan- 
gerous distance of Harvard's goal. 

In the second half Harvard came back 
with a rush and drove Dartmouth steadily 
down the field. Many substitutions were 
here made in the crimson lineup, and Dart- 
mouth taking advantage of these changes 
went through Harvard's line for telling 
gains, but was held for downs on Harvard's 
twelve yard line. With a series of terrific 
plunges and skin tackle plays Harvard swept 
Dartmouth back to the visitors’ fifteen yard 
line, where an offside penalty gave Dart- 
mouth an opportunity to get the ball. Har- 
vard braced, however, and time was called 
wong the teams on Dartmouth’s twenty yard 

ne. 


* Capt. Hurley was anxious to whip Dart- 


mouth. In fact, so much so that he went 
into the game against the advice of Trainer 
McMasters, who feared his sprained ankle 
might trouble him. Mills and Sperry got in 
many pretty dives and thef latter’s long 
spirals were among the features of the game. 
Neither team ventured to gain ground around 
the end. Dartmouth resorted to trying out 
the Harvard guards and tackles, and Har- 
vard retaliated with skin tackle plays almost 
continually. Harvard did not deviate once 
from straight line plungings. 


Starr Runs Team Well. 


Starr ran the team well, and the rushing 
and pulling game was good. Harvard kicked 
off to Dartmouth, and the green and white 
wraveled well into Harvards territor: befsre 
losing the ball. Harvard came bac’ with 
mighty rushes and got as far as Dar‘ mouth’'s 
ten yard line before losing the ball an downs. 
Dartmouth gained its di-tance five times in 
succession, after which it punted to Starr, 
who ran back fifteen yards. 

For some time after this the ball was ex- 
changed on punts unt!i! Dartmouth got the 
leather on Harvard's twenty-five yard line. 
There was less than a minute's play. when 
Dartmouth decided to try a place kick. but 
the deliberations were too much. and time 
was called just before the center snapped 
the ball. Main kicked the. ball over the 
crossbar, but the points were not allowed. 
In the second half Dartmouth got as far as 
Harvard's thirteen yard line ,only «> be held 
for downs after a desperate rally on Har- 
vard's part.

YALE TEAM HAS WALKOVER 
IN GAME AGAINST BROWN. 


Sons of Eli Overwhelm Rhode Islenders 
After Ten Minutes of Play and Roll 
Up Final Score of 22 to 0. 


New Haven. Conn., Nov. 5.—[Special.]— 
Yale wound up her ante-championship games 
today by crushing Brown in a match in 
which thé visitors made first down only 
once and never had the ball on Yale territory. 
Capt. Hogan’s men literally crushed Brown, 
making final score 22 to 0. 

For the first ter! minutes of play neither 
side was able to score, Brown being unable 
to gain at all and Yale being held on downs 
and losing the ball on a poor kick. Finally

though, of course, in a general way, inbreed- 
ing tends to a reduction of size, and Wilkes 
himself was none too large. Locanda is only 
7 years old, and, as he has been raced for 
several seasons, his colts are few in number, 
but if any of them take after him they will 
do. Mr. Borden, who bought Locanda only a 
year ago and intended going into the breed- 
ing of light harness horses on an extensive 
ecale, has found that large business cares, 
caused by the death of his father, will pre- 
vent his plans being carried out, and the dis- 
persal sale is the result. 

Directly is also a champion. Back in 184 
he came over the mountains from California 
ana made a record of 2:07% as a 2 year old 
pacer, which discounted anything done in 
that line up to that time by so young a side- 
wheeler.

Delmarch Is Former Champion. 


Another champion is Delmarch, 2:11%. His 
mark was the best stallion race record at the 
time it was made in 1891, and so good did the 
gon of Hambrino look to the trotting experts 
of those days that J. Malcolm Forbes offered 
$40,000 for the horse without securing him, 
although his owner at that time was a man 
in moderate circumstances. The slump in 
horse values, which came with the panic two 
years later, made Delmarch a much smaller 
asset than before, and since then he has been 
sold a couple of times for comparatively lit- 
tle money He is 20 years old now and not 
likely to bring a great amount, as stallions 
of that age which have not sired any real 
cracks are not in demand. 

While Idolita has never been exactly a 
champion he was, in 1899, a topnotch 3 year 
old trotter in a season which pr such 
eelebrities at that age as Boralma and Ex- 
tasy. Moreover, he was the best money win- 
ner of his age that year, and, withal, such a 
pure gaited and steady going trotter that, 
taken by and large, Idolita held over the 
others of his age, and so far as the colts 
were concerned he had them all beaten. 


Great Year for Idolita. 

He won the New England futurity that 
@eason, the Horse Review futurity. andin the 
big Kentucky event of the same name cap- 
tured first and second heats, making a record 
of 2:12. But after the second mile Idolita 
was not seriously in the race, and finally 
was distanced, although he never made a 
break and kept trying all he knew how— 
which, after all, is the best test of gameness 
fn any brand of horse. 

Idolita was bred in California, and asa 
year old took a mark of 2:00%. He is mak- 
ing more of a showing as a sire than most 
stallions of his age, as three or four 3 year 
olds by him have beaten 2:20 in their work 
+*"s season, and there are others coming on 
@Which promise well. The other stallions 
“ehich will pass under the auctioneer’s ham- 
mer are not champions, but each has some- 
thing to his credit that is sure to make him 
sell fairly well. Red Chute, son of Guy 
Wilkes, has sired a winner of the 2 year cid 
Kentucky futurity, and his dam is by Baron 
"Wikes, so the men who are always looking 
for the pedigrees of unusual richness in cer- 
tain lines of blood wii! fancy this horse.

Manon, the dam of Milroi, was a high class 
race mare, about the’best of the Nutwood 
family, and, as the Nutwood blood is most 
potent in the female line, there will be some 
bidding for Milrol. . 

The pacer Gazette, 2:074. a son of Onward 
and out of a Dictator mare, has sired con- 
siderable speed, although for the last few 
years he has been in Canada, where good 
mares in the light harness horse line are not 
common. Ed Winter, brother to Hawthorne, 
2:06%, has a mark of 2:12 and Is to be sold 
because Mr. Gentry, the man who recently 
disposed of McKinney, ts going out of the 
breeding business altogether. Orator is a 
brother of Impetuous, 2:15% at 2 years, and 
one of the fastest trotters which ever pulled 
a sulky. 


Orator Is Finely Bred. 


But for a throat trouble which ruined her 
for racing, Impetuous probably would have 
beaten 2:10 as a 8 year old, and, as it was, she 
took a mark of 2:13 and demonstrated her 
abllity to race with success against aged 
horses early in the campaign when most trot- 
ters of her age were content to step miles 
around the 2:20 notch. Being from so great 
a mare as Ethelwyn and by a horse of the 
stamp of Dictator, it would seem Orator 
should have accomplished more in the stud 
than is yet to his credit, as he is 18 years 
old and has had a fair chance. So far as 
the female line of his pedigree is concerned, 
Orator is the best bred stallion which will 
be offered in the New York sale, as his dam 
has produced Extasy, 2:11%, at 3 years: 
Ethel’s Pride, 2:13% at the same age, and the 
pacer Ecstatic, 2:05%. which, from her per- 
formances last summer, seems likely to go 
close to two minutes before her turf career is 
ended. 

Admiral Dewey Not for Sale. 

Leonatus, a son of Alcantara and a Nut- 
wood mare, has never had any great chance 
in the stud, yet he has sired some speed, 
and was himself a fair trotter. Kellarisa 
son of Allerton, which, foaled in 1896. was 
once sold at auction for $6,000, but has since 
then changed hands in the auction ring for 
considerably less money. He is to be sold 
again, and as he is from a Red Wilkes mare 
he has, like Locanda, a double cross of the 
Wilkes blood. Kellar has a 3 year old record 
of 2:16%4, but was never raced. 

There is still talk that Admiral Dewey will 
be listed in the sale, but Dr. McCoy told 


me the other day the horse was going to 


California. Kerneer is practically the only 
son of Electioneer which is out of a mare 
by Sayre’s Harry Clay, and for that reason 
may sell well. 


Smathers Changes His Mind. 

Mr. Smathers has changed his mind about 
selling Major Delmar, I am told, and possi- 
bly he will not let Sadie Mac go, but it'is 
reasonably certain there will be a pretty 
general cleaning out of his stable. Then 
there is Grace Bond, one of the best 3 year 
old trotters ever seen. After winning the 
Kentucky Futurity in the fastest five heat 
race ever put up by trotters of her age, 
Grace Bond went to Memphis and estab- 
lished a new two heatwrace record for 3 
year olds by stepping in 2:00\% and 2:10. That 
sort of a 3 year old trotter never has been 
offered to the highest bidder, and there will 
be some competition for the lfttle’ mare. 
Then Prince Alert, undisputed king of the 
hobbled pacers, is-to go to a new home. It 
was evident last summer that, while the 
old horse had all his speed, he was not in- 
clined to carry it as far as before, and as an 
exhibition pacer he hardly will do for the 
big tracks, although no doubt still an at- 
traction over the half mile courses. . 

The dam of Kinney 1,ou, 2:07%, one of the 
best trotters out last year, is to be offered, 
and she is in foal to McKinney, so that the 
foal will be a brother or sister to a good horse. 
The Axworthy youngsters with which Mil- 
lard Sanders has done so well this year, will 
also go to the highest bidder, and there are 
some in the lot which look like the making of 


a new lot of Axworthys which he will pre- 
pare at Memphis this winter, and what he has 
accomplished with the colts from this fam- 
ily will insure him plenty of other well bred 
ones to educate. as a successful handler of 
baby trotters is the hardest man in the world 
to find. and when he is discovered it is gen- 
erally the case that some stock farm secures 
his exclusive services, so that the average 
owner of 4 wellbred thing which acts as if it 
might learn to go fast is debarred from get- 
ting the class of talent he would be willing to 
pay for. 
Topnotch Colt Handlers. 


Marvin, Sanders, Scott McCoy, Ed Benyon, 
and perhaps one or two others are the top- 
notchers among the colt handlers today, 
Marvin and Sanders being the only ones 
who run publHc stables. Marvin generally 
has enough material owned by himself to 
keep one man busy, and he does not look for 
outside patronage to any extent. He has 
bought recently a couple of 2 year olds which 
showed a high rate of speed last summer, 
putting into them a small part of the $10,000 
he received for Bon Voyage. Marvin is the 
one colt trainer who is willing to put his own 
money into the game, and he is just as en- 
thusiastic today as most trainers of 40, al- 
though he is past the 70 mark.

WHEN IN PERIL OF WAR. 


Tallor’s Expert Declares Tiat in the 
Days When Great Britain Was on 
the Brink of Conflict the Men of the 
Nation Were More Mathematically 
Precise than Ever—Special Machine 
Invented for the Purpose—Sack 
Coats Must Be Creased Also.

LONDON, Nov. 5.—In the midst of wars 
and forebodings of wars the Englishman 
finds time to pay more attention than ever 
to the crease in histrousers.

THE WAR DURING THE WEEK. 
The imperial eagles of Russia still float 
over Pért Arthur. The assault which be- 
gan Nov. 2 and continued fiercely all day on 


Nov. 8, and which lasted over that night and ; 


into the following day, has failed. 
Whether the Japanese gained ground, 


‘whether they captured guns, and what were 


the lasses on both sides we do not know. But 
we do know that in its main object the effort 
failed, for Port Arthur has not fallen. 

During the week the world received the 
two most thrilling accounts of the operations, 
of the present war which have yet been pub- 
lished. The first was the story of the battle 
of Liaoyang, told by Frederick Palmer in 
Collier’s Weekly. .The other was the ac- 
count by the Associated Press correspondent 
of the operations about Port Arthur during 
the last three months. Both of these stories 
will hereafter rank among the classics of 
war correspondence, 

The Port Arthur story leaves one involun- 
tarily with the feeling that war, though a 
horrible and brutal thing, is yet redéemed 
from part of its ugliness by the lustrous 
heroism, self-sacrifice, and devotion of its 
victims. .Was there ever a more wonderful 
story told of forgetfulness of self and love 
of country than this account of the Japa- 
nese soldiers who fell mortally wounded on 
the slopes of Port Arthur’s forts, smiling be- 
causé they felt they had done their part 
well? -Or was there ever a practice of cooler 
daring than that of the Japanese pioneers 


. who, sent forward to cut the entanglements 


which prevented the infantry charges, tum- 
bled over as dead before the wires, where 
they waited until night fall, then steglthily 
crawled on their backs to the barbed wire 
and nipped it with their pincers? 

The enthusiasm among the privates and 
under officers was brought out in the great 
charge without orders. Two attacks had 
been repulsed on the morning of Aug, 21. 
Gen. Nogi was in a quandary. He called his 
officers together. The troops were left to 
their own devices, and spontaneously by tens 
and twenties rushed up the blood stained 
hill. "Mwice they were rolled back, but the 
third time made their efforts good. 

It seems as if each single Japanese soldier 
is the stuff of. which martyrs are made, and 
is glad to die for his religion, which is Japan. 

What sort of men, then, must the Rus- 
sians be, who, for over five months, have 
hurled the Japanese troops reeling back 
time after time; who have met Japanese 
cunning with equal cunning; who have 
met Japanese bravery with equal bravery; 
who have met Japanese persistence with 
equal persistence? In the fighting on the 
tip of the Liaotung peninsula each side has 
acquitted itself so creditably that for hun- 
dreds .of years there will be inspiration to 
the people of both countries in the word 
“Port Arthur.” 


Oyama and Kouvuropatkin still face each 


other across the Shakhe. Artillery duels 
are not infrequent. Skirmishes are occa- 
sional. But neither side has yet shown any 
purpose of taking the real initiative. 

The Japanese authorities have acknowl- 
edged that in the early part of June their 
first class battleship, the Yashima, 12,300 
tons, struck a mine and sunk. The fact was 
reported at the time unofficially, but was 


officially denied by the Japanese govern- | 


ment. The denial was justifiable, for stra- 
tegical deceit is legitimate in war. In the 
battle of Aug. 10, therefore, Togo had but 
four battleships, against the Russians’ six, 
and was outnumbered. However, he 
whipped the Muscovites badly, scattering 
some of them and driving five of their battle- 
ships back to Port Arthur, where they have 


since been rather severely damaged by the 


fire of Nogi’s guns. If the fleet attempts 


In their statement about the Yashima it 
would not be surprising if the Japs had 
been guilty of another gentle little decep- 


| tions Though the Yashima was sunk ip 
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June, by this time it may have been raised 
and repaired. When Rojestvensky reaches 
the far east he should not be at all surprised 
if he meets five first class battleships under 
Togo. But whether Togo has four battle 
ships or five, he probably will not have mucb 
trouble with Rojestvensky and his cavalry- 
men, , 


THE ELECTION IN THE COUNTY. 

The republican county convention was 
domin¥ted by the new Deneen-Busse-Red- 
dick combination, which overthrew Lorimer. 
The democratic county convention was 
dominated by Mayor Harrison. The gen- 
eral principle for the guidance of voters, 


therefore, is: 


If you want to put the county patronage at 
the disposal of Deneen, Busse, and Reddick 
and their friends, vote the republican ticket. 
But if you want to put this patronage at 
the disposal of Mayor Harrison and his 
friends, vote the democratic ticket’ In 
either case you wil] get a fair to middling 
administration of the county. And, like- 
wise, in either case you will have beaten into 
your head another argument for sending 
such men to the state legislature as will 
impose upon Cook county a strict and com- 
prehensive civil service system. 

As far as Tue Tripune is informed, it 
makes no difference in respect of efficiency 
whether Linn or Hildreth is clerk of the 
Cireuit court, whether Vail or Clark is clerk 
of the Superior court, whether Hoffman or 
Traeger is coroner, whether Hebel or Gray 
is assessor, whether Graff or .Windes is 
county surveyor. The point on which your 
vote ought to be based with regard to these 
men is not efficiency. Itis patronage. 

Till yesterday Tue Trisune thought that 
this genera] principle held good with regard 
to the candidates for member of the board 
of review. Yesterday morning, however, it 
became known that Florus D. Meacham, 
the republican candidate, was inclosing his 
election card in letters to voters announc- 
ing that their assessments had been re- 
duced. These letters were written on board 
of review stationery, The reduction of the 
assessments had been accomplished by the 
board of review. Mr. Meacham is now a 
member of the board of review. The impro- 
priety of the transaction is evident. As a 
rebuke to this kind of campaigning citizens 
should cast their votes for Donnersberger. 

Arguments apart from patronage apply 
also to the candidates for state's attorney, 
to the candidates for recorder, to the candi- 
dates for judge, and to the candidates for 
county commissioner. . 

The two nominees for state’s attorney are 
John J. Healy {rep.}] and George A. Trude 
[dem.}. From their records nothing can 
be raised against the character ef these 
men. But from the standpoint of ability, 
experience, and application it seems prob- 
able that Mr. Healygwould administer the 
state’s attorney’s office better than Mr. 
Trude. Healy has had along and honorable 
record as master in chancery. 

Mr. Sabath, the democratic candidate for 
recorder, has not done as much as the repub- 
lican candidate, Mr. Davis, to prove him- 
self worthy of a public trust. Mr. Davis has 
been a member of the state legislature and 
an excellent member. He should be elected 
on his record. Mr. Sabath has nothing so 
good to show. '

At least nine of the twelve are perfectly well 
qualified’ for the positiop, They are:

The voter should remember that he may 
vote for both of any two candidates for judge 
whose names stand opposite each other on 
the ballot.

neither Chetlain nor Stein. The thing to re- 

member is that not over six crosses may be 
distributed among the twelve candidates. 

The president of the board of county com- 
missioners is the mayor of the county.

Mr. Mayer has s 
business record highly commended by the 
business community.

THE LIPTLE BALLOT. 
Besides voting for forty odd candidates 
for office next Tuesday, the citizen of Cook 


| county will answer yes or no to seven ques- 


tions conveyed to him on a separate ballot. 
The first five of these questions are of such 


importance as to impeach the efficiency of 


the citizen who fails to give them his earnest 
consideration. 

1. Shall the Chicago charter amendment 
be added to the state constitution? YES. 

2. Shall the Torrens land title system be 
so extended as to oblige all administrators, 
executors, and trustees holding titles under 
a will to register such titles according to the 
system? Yes, The result will be economy 
both of money and of time. The present 
abstract system is expensive and tedious. 
It makes every transfer of real estate a feat 
of legal ingenuity. Vote to abolish it. 

8. Shall voting machines be introduced? 
Yes. The man who objects to having votes 
counted by machinery would be against 
typewriters. We have had enough hand- 
made election returns in Chicago. 

4. Shall Cook county issue bonds to the 
amount of $500,000? Yes. These bonds 
are for the purpose of refunding certaip 
county bonds already in existence. They 
will not add to the total county debt. 

5. Shall the state legislature pass a direct 
primary law? Yes. The fountain of de- 
mocracy is the nomination and election of 
public officials. The voters in each party 
ought to nominate their own candidates 
without the Intervention of delegates to 
conventions or caucuses. When they go 
to the primaries they ought to vote directly 
for the men whom they believe qualified to 
represent their party. Then they ought to 
trust the intelligence and integrity of those 


men until they have been.proved unworthy. 


It is’ for this reason that Tu» Trisune 
feels dubious about the sixth question. 

6. Shall the state legislature pass a law 
enabling the ‘voters of any county, city, vil- 
lage, or township by majority vote to veto 
any undesirable action of their respective 
lawmaking bodies? This question, as word- 
ed, conveys a principle which, in its extreme, 
would be demoralizing to the community. 
The voters ought to nominate candidates 
directly. They ought to elect officials cir- 
eumspectly. But, then, if they cannot trust 
their officials, democracy is a failure. It is 
the officials who have the time to study ques 
tions of public importance and to frame laws 
covering those questions. If the labors of 
carefully elected representative bodies are 
to be overthrown by bare majority votes a 
state of legislative anarchy might easily 
ensue. It is perfectly fair to ask the aver- 
age citizen to go to the primaries and to vote 
for men. “Is it not quite unfair to ask him 
to study the involved provisions of technical 
rheasures passed after long deliberation by 
men whom he has hired to do this kind of spe- 
cialized work for him? At any rate, the vista 
opened up is so full of possibilities and of 
impossibilities that Tux Tripune feels war- 


ranted in advising its readers to suspend 


judgment. 

- %, Shall the general assembly submit to 
the electors of the state an amendment to 
the constitution which will enable the voters 
of any county, city, village, or township to 
adopt such system of assessing and levying 
taxes as the voters of such local municipal- 
ity may desire? This is home Tule with a 
vengeance. It seems on the face of it pal- 
pably absurd. It certainly ought to have 
more elucidation before it is fit even for dis- 
cussion. The principle deduced from ages 
of experience is that systems of taxation 
ought to be, as far as possible, the same in 
all sections df a state. 

Questions 5, 6, and 7 are questions of pub- 
lic policy. That is, they are not binding on 
the state legislature. They simply test the 
feelings of the electorate.

Romana, vill.:6. To be spiritually minded is life 
and peace. 


Sometimes words need to be wrested from 
pernicious meanings that custom has at- 
tached to them and spoilt them, as barnacles 
on a ship's hull spoil its sailing qualities. 
Bentimentalism im religious thought and 
teaching has confined “ spirituality " to the 
profuse use of pietistic terms and prayer 


meeting phrases and experience meetings and 


pale countenances and emaciated frames 
and “the far away look in the eyes” and 
other neutral tints of religiousness. 

It is too fine a word to be trified away and 
lost in the shallow waters of conventionalism. 
It needs to be brought out of the hazy at- 
mosphere of mysticism into the bracing air 
of a robust righteousness. A man needs to 
be taught that he is not only spiritual when 
he prays adoringly and sings angelically 
and talks ravishingly, but that he is also 
tremendously spiritual when he does justly, 
lives an honest life, is loyal’to his friends, 
forgives his enemies, loves the right for its 
own sake, and in every way is true to the 
best he knows. 

It is true that in these times we a 
“ revival of spirituality. But it m be a 
revival that means more than the agitation 
and convulsion of the nervous system. It 
must mean what Jesus taught in the beati- 
tudes, a humility that is not egotistic and 
conceited in its humbleness, a hunger and 
thirst after righteoudhess that is expressed 
more in right living and fust doing and fair“ 
dealing than in sighs and tears, a purity of 
heart that is more than & spasm of ecstasy 
but a new life that seés God in things and 
fears God too much to deal falsely with 
things into which the divine has come. 

Ralph Waldo Bmerson, perhaps the most 
profound and clearest modern apostle of 
spirituality, says: “‘ Wegrope after the spir- 
itual by describing it as the invisible, but the 
true meaning of the word is the real.” 

That is simple and direct. It commends 
itself to our sense of truth in our best and 
highest moral moments. The spiritual is 
the real in things. ““To be spiritually minded,” 
Paul says, “ is life and peace.” That is, to be 
real minded is life and peace. Truth is spirit- 
ual, Jesus said, “ The words I speak to you 
they are spirit and they are life.” “And I will 
pray the Father and he will give you another 
comforter, even the spirit of truth.” There 
fore, everything that steers away from the 
unreal and heads toward the genuine and the 
sincere is steering toward the spiritual. 

Spirituality is therefore not something un- 
earthly, non worldly, however unworidly it 
should be. Spirituality does not take us off 
into impossible dreams; it brings us out into 
present conditions and invests us with a 
power to deal with them and dispose them in 
the best way for our own good and the world’s 
good. Spirituality is to be invested with the 
Christ power, which is the divine power to 
deal wisely, truly, according to God’s ways 
and methods with things, events, circum- 
stances, and conditions. Spirituality does 


| not reject, condemn, ignore the material. It 


does not only weep and moan about “ this 
materialistic age.” It admits it, but with a 
divine determination it insists in crowding 
God, and right, and love, and mercy, and 
humanitarianism on this rough, unfeeling, 
selfish, ruthless terlalism. Jesus taught 
a practical spirituality when he said to his 
disciples, ‘‘ When ye pray say ‘ Give us this 
day our daily bread.’*’ That does not mean 
let bread drop on us by some supernatural 
way, but in this “ materialistic age” it 
let the divine come into the way we 
get our dally bread. 

Any one who gets his bread by any means 
that are unjust, any one in whose bank ac- 
count there is a dishonest cent, any one 
whose daily bread is the income of fraud, 
deceptien, unfairness, any one whose daily 
bread is unjustly wrested from another's 
mouth prostitutes this prayer of Christ's by 
substituting hypocrisy for spirituality when 
he prays “ Give us this day our daily bread.” 
Better never repeat the Lord's prayer at all 
than make Pharisees of ourselves by mouth- 
ing it. Better a thousand times be altogether 
irreligious than bea religious hypocrite. Be- 
fore this petition can become a true prayer 
to God, before it amounts to anything as a 
plea to divinity, it must be divinity’s appeal 
to the hand worker, the brain worker, the 
heart worker, the money worker to be what 
lies in his power an honest worker, a true 
thinker, which Means a truth og: 
genuine brave lover of man and God. 

Christly spirituality, Pauline spirituality, 
that is, Christian spirituality, is simply this— 
the putting of God Into the world. Not only 
a going about and wearing a label of God on 
our coat sleeves, but adjusting ourselves first 
of all to God's law, to God’s morality, to God’s 
philanthropy, to God’s democracy, to God's 
republicanism, all of which together and 
much more are God’s Christ in the world. 
Where the Christ attitude, the Christ rela- 
tion, the Christ morality, the Christ love of 
the world are sustained there will be the 
spirituality that brings, maintains, and 
guards life and peace. The Christ life is not 
only a biography 2,000 years old, the Christ 
life is God in the world today.

The fine French surveys in the-central Soudan, L’Enfant’s determina- 
tion of actual water communication between Leake Tchad and the Atlantic 
through the Niger system, and young (Grogan’s feat, the longitudinal 
traverse of the continent from Cape Town to Cairo, are worthy of note. 
Abyssinia in Africa, like Tibet is Asia, is being traversed and studied by 
travelers of various nationalities, and Dthiopia is emerging toward a place 
among the nations of the world. 

In North America, “the granary of the world,” numbers of explorers 
have been busy, more particularly in Alaska and the norinern portion of 
the continent. A feature perhaps of this region has been *he recent activ- 
ity of the Canadian government in exploiting the northern lands, though 

more in a political than a geographical mood. In South America the main 
work has been that of the government boundary commussions. 


In Europe, “ the nijetropolis of the world,” geographical work is now of . 


necessity a work of detail and rigid smentific development. Of thie class 
of work perhaps no better example can be given than that inaugurated 
and carried on by Sir John Murray in the Scottish lakes. 

In the domain of the oceans the material obtained in connection with 
the surveys for the Pacific cables and the development of the Pacific “ great 
deeps ” stand prominent. 

So much for the work in the field, the work which by many is regarded 
as only the raw material. What yet remains to be done? 

The fact of my personal interest in the polar field does not affect the 
truth of the broad statement that there is no longer any great pioneer 
work of geographical discovery to be accomplished except at the apices 
of the earth, at the north and south poles. Here alone large areas, guarded 
by. the sternest natural obstaclés to be found upon the face of the earth, 
still challenge and defy conquest.

Granted the attainment of the north pole, or that the attacks upon 
both can be carried on simultaneously, there is no greater believer or 
stronger advocate of the value and necessity for south pelar exploration 
anc the desirability of pushing it to the pole itself than I. 


I will note here but two other geographical feats of primary magnitude 


yet to be accomplished by the explorer. The culminating peak of Asia re- 


mains yet to be won. The culminating point of North America remains yet 
untroddén by human foot. |

science today demands. There must be continuous work extending over a 
series of years. The project should be taken up with the understanding 
that it must be carried on steadily for five or ten or more years; it must be 
handled like any humdrum business proposition; it must be divested of any 
sensational tendency.

Some of the famous fig- 
ures in the search for the crimipals figured 
in the court scenes, but always the chief in- 
terest hung about the prisoner, fighting for 
his innocence. For months the trial went on. 
Finally the case went to the jury and on 
March 9, after having been out four hours 
and a half, the jury returned to the court- 
yroom “with a verdict of “ Not guilty.” _

For weeks grizzied veterans in the Indian 
gervice had testified as to the incidents of 
the campaign against the Sioux in 1876, and 
for weelss the top notch of interest was at- 
tained in Chicago through this hearing of 
Reno's, which finally ended in exculpation of 
that officer. 

Tite story of the campaign shows vivid in 
the statements of witnesses. The Sioux had 
sisen against the rush of gold seekers into 
the Black Hills in 1875. Gens. Crook, Gibbon, 
and Terry had been sent against them in the 
opening of 1876. Sitting Bull and Crazy 
Elorse were the inspiration of the Indians, 
an@ Crook, coming suddenly upqn Crazy 
Siorse’s Village in the snows of the Powder 
viver, with the thermometer 30 Cegrees be- 
Sow zero, suffered a temporary defeat early 
thé season. 

Reno Fails to Strike Flenk. 

The one vital point at which to strike was 
the Indian village, and scouts bad reported 
to Terry the existence of a great village 
under Sitting Bull near the junction of the 
Big Horn and Little Big Horn rivers.

In Scarlet Corduroy. 
A young woman lunching the other after- 
noon in a modish Fifth avenue restaurant 
wore the most brilliant possible shade of 
scarlet corduroy, a walking costume with a 
skirt that barely escaped the floor, and a lit- 
tle belted Eton coat.

In the front the girdle 
was still deeper, coming at least six inches 
below the waist, and six large corduroy cov- 
ered buttons were set on it, three each side 
of the wedge shaped ter section. 

The sleeves were full at the top and from 
armholes to elbows, but from the latter point 
the sleeves resolved themselves into deep 
mitaine cuffs to the wrists, with curlicues of 
the silk braid trimming them down each side 
of the outer or back seam. A large, round 
black hat trimmed with a large black coque 
feather plume, each feather being tipped 
with white, topped this gorgeous affair.

Kinship of Secrecy. ? 

The kinship of secretiveness in the captains 
of industry has never been better illustrated 
than in the Standard Oil company’s becoming 
a depositor in the National Cuy Bank of New 
York. James Stillman, president of the Na- 
tional City bank, has beeg the exponent of 
taciturnity and secretiveness ever since he 
became known to the money capital of Amer- 
ica. Head ofa bank with $135,000,000 depos- 
its and loans aggregating $90,000,000, not half 
of the bankers of the city have ever seen 
him and not one in ten has spoken to him. 

“He does not believe in talking much 
about the affairs of business, even to his ac- 
quaintances interested in those businesses,” 
writes a student of his methods. “ He is pre- 
eminently a man who accomplishes things, 
and for this reason he is the least understood 
of all bank officers in New York.” 

But under the management of this secretive 
president of the City National, the secretive. 
Standard Oil company has made the bank 
the depository for its funds. This ‘ silent 
man of Wall street ” is officer or director in 
forty other organizations of capital, and in 
the course of the year he attends nine-tenths 
of the official meetings of all these bodies. 

Captain of Chances.

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Thomas A. Edison a He Is Today 


By Jonas Howard. 


O the general public Thomas A. Edi- 
son is the “‘ Wizard” of Orange, N. 
J. Nothing short of a social and 
economical cataclysm would get the 
idea of his inventive uncanniness out 
of the public imagination. This imagination 
poses a tall, thin, angular, ungainly figure 
in a linen duster as the figure of Edison, 
and it adds to him a telegraph key and 
sounder, with which he is eternally sitting 
down to “queer” some country station 
operator, or else it puts him in conjunction 
with a feed wire from some electric gen- 
erating plant, supplies his quarters with the 
dim, mysterious light of the voodoo doctor, 
and prepares to believe anything which gos- 
sip and improbability suggest as the result 
of the séance. 

Such a public is in line for a shock. Waiv- 
ing the personality of the man who long ago 
outgrew the linen duster, it may be said for 
Thomas A. Edison that he never has shown 
to the world one scientific principle’that was 
not recognized when he was born. He is not 
His 
mind is not philosophic. His position in 
the scientific world is that of an adapter 
of mechanisms that are the outgrowth or 
other men’s elaborate and distinctly scien- 
tific research. Some one has sized him up in 


a paragraph: 


“Lying under the famed apple tree, as . 


Newton did, and receiving the apple on his 
nose, Edison never would have given us the 
law of gravitation. Rather we might have 
expected of him a series of experiments pro- 
viding for the apples to fall, ready packed, 
into barrels that needed only to be headed up 
for shipment.”’ 

Edison’s mind may be said to be at the 
other extreme from that of the artist who 
had two dogs, one large and the other small, 
and who cut a large hole and a smal]! hole in 
his studio door in order that both animals 
might come in at will. ‘“‘I should not have 
cut two holes,’ remonstrated a friend. “ But 
how could the big dog get through the little 
hole?” returned the artist-carpenter. Edison 
would have been the friend, who at a giance 
could have arranged for the little dog’s going 
through the big hole. 


Edison ay He Is. 

But if the genius side of Edison is to be 
questioned seriously, there are some evi- 
dences of it athand. First, perhaps, the gen- 
eral public will be influenced more by the 
absence of the one fundamental qualifica- 
tion of genius—that disposition not to care 
for the worldliness of life. On one occasion 
a friend congratulated Edison upon the per- 
fection of the phonograph, calling it the most 
wonderful invention of the age. * Yes,'’ 


tery could be expected of it. 

All of which, is to serve the purpose of de- 
nying the wizardship of the proprietor of the 
handsome residence and grounds at Lliewel-

Edison today 1s/57 years old and his hair is 
as white as snow. Considering his modes 
and manners In early life and the strenuous- 
ness of his work and way in all his later 
years, the anatomist might well wonder at 


the physique that has stood under such 


strain. The nerve racking vigils of the 
experimenter seem to have concentrated 
their effects in his hair only. His face is 
ten years younger than his years, and the 
quick, nervous footstep in the hall or on 
the graveled paths of the park ‘would in- 
dicate to a blind man a vigor and frame not 
at all in keeping with the man’s snoWy 
hair. 

But in the atmosphere of his park home 
one gets the unmistakable impression that 
the man is saving himself of all save his 
work. He has no social side for the world. 
It is only by trickery that he can be induced 
to appear in public as the simple Thomas 
Alva Edison of his friends. Yet his friends 
are one in the estimation of his keen wit, 


‘his broad sense of humor, and his knowledge 


of things apart from his lines of investiga- 
tion. 

Here, no doubt, Edison has saved himself 
as the inventive dreamer, wrapped up in his 
one pursuit of one idea, could not have done 
under the circumstances. Some one has said 
that never in his life has Edison turned out 
an\invention that was not strictly utilitarian, 
unless the phonograph might be regarded as 


subject to a mild questioning. With this 


practical bent in all his work, attempting to 
take the two and two of demonstrated fact 
and make four of them, he has béen spared 
the half insane fervor of the explorer into 
science’s wilderness. He has had left to him 
all this vital force wateh the dreamer has 


expended in all times and with his conserved 
energy, in spite of his disregard for hours 
or days or nights, his peculiarly penetrative 
and observant mind in connection with his 
practical nature, has demonstrated in him 
the apotheosis of Yankee inventiveness. 
Realizes the Value of Money. 
People have wondered at Edison tn those 
days when he wandered through the country, 
having more than mere careless regard for 
his personal appearance, feeding when he 
could and starving when he could not; sleep- 
ing in a bed when he could afford it, or on the 
floor in a railroad station when he couldn't. 
These were the days when his Dutch thrift 
and his Scotch canniness might be said to be 
aberrated. When he had received $40,000 
outright for his invention for printing gold 
and stock quotations by wire he awoke to 
those ancestral qualities which afterward 
led him to depreciate the phonograph be- 
cause it did not “ bring in the money.” His 
canniness In the "70s was directed to the per- 
fécting of telegraph appliances for the sav- 
ing of time in the transmission of messages, 
through which he kept the dominant tele- 
graph company busy in buying up rights 
enabling it ‘to hold supretmacy. It was at 
this time that the commissioner of patents 
spoke of “a young fellow over here in New 
Jersey who is keeping the path to the patent 
Office hot.” 
“Phrift has been the watchword of this 
greatest of American inventors, But this 
thrift has been an aid in his life work, rather 
than a debilitating influence to rob the world 
of his ingenuity. In his workshops in Menlo 
Park and in his laboratory later in Llewellyn 
Park, this thrift has stimulated his energies 
through the equipments that wealth made 
possible. For it is an unusual view of Edison 
to suggest that today he is several times a 
millionaire—just how many times perhaps 
no one knows. 


* 
* Hard Worker in Laboratory. 


To some extent, too, Edison has been im- 
riune to the subtle influences of wealth. 
Nothing in the social world appeals to him 
and the esthetic surroundings of his home 
ate overshadowed for him by his “den” 
and by his equipped laboratory beyond. A 
friend calling upon him at Liewellyn Park 
has pictured him as throwing the sofa pillows 
én the floor before sitting down on the couch. 
Not that a sofa pillow by any means appeals 
to all men as a complement to a seat, though 
most of them do refrain from pitching i 
to the floor. 

At the table, indeed, where a man -of the 
type of Edison might be expected to find 
. pleasures, he is still

What the Young Man Must 


Invest When Beginning Work. 


By Robert M. Sullivan. 


OOKING into the trades and Into the 

other walks of life for the choice of an 

occupation, the young man needs to 

consider as a factor the tools, ap- 

paratus, office fixtures, and the like 
which may be necessary to his making the 
first stroke of work in his chosen line. 

Never before perhaps did the manufacturer 
and mill mah iurnish tools to tradesmen to 
the extent that they are furnished now. 
Never before could .ne average tradesman 
pick up his equipment for his work and 
move quicker in light marching order. 
From the point of view of the manufacturer 
the house can afford to buy a better class of 
tools for its workmen than the average 
workman could afford to buy. Naturally the 
large house, buying in large quantities, can 
buy better and cheaper than the individual 
ean, while the work the individual with 
the best tools will easily pay the interest on 
the first cost of the “ kit’ and for the re- 
pairs. 

Regarding the trades, stfictly speaking, 
the watchmaker spends more for his equip- 
ment than does any other who moves, tak- 
ing his kit with him. Oddly enough, how- 
ever, in this time, when so many tradesmen 
are considering the change to a farm, it may 
be remarked that the average farmer on the 
average farm in the middle west goes even 
the watchmaker severa! dollars better. Yet 
it has been said that the farmer at the same 
time gets more for his money and accom- 
plishes more in proportion with his farming 
equipment than does any other man work- 
ing with outside tools and apparatus, 


Cost of a Watchmaker's Kit. 

“ Here,” said a downtown jeweler, turn- 
Ing to the young man who sat at the bench, 
squinting into a watch movement, “this 
young man has been in the business only 
about three years, but I should guess he has 
at least $200 invested in his kit.’’ 

** More than that,” broke fin the apprentice; 

‘it was more than $200 a year ago.” 
“ There,’’ said the watchmaker, “ and with 
all of this he could not go out and be equipped 
for his work wherever he might be offered a 
job. He will be out at least $300 before he 
could leave here and expect to take a position 
in a modern city. Perhaps his kit will have 
cost him $500 before it is complete and to his 
tastes.” 

From the delicate mechanism of the watch 
to the powerful complications of the binder 
in the grain field is a long step, yet before the 
average watchmaker could equip for the 
average farming on an Illinois grain and 
stock farm his kit would have to be pawned 
twice over. 

“ The man who attempts to go on the aver- 
age Illinois grain farm with less than $1,000 
for equipping it,” said Genera] Manager 
Funk of the International Harvester com- 
pany, “is the man who may expect a hard 
rowtohee.” 

Yet as between jeweler and farmer, the 


_ Jeweler can pay $500 for his mere lathe and 


its tools, while the farmer cannot pay more 
thain $125 for a six foot binder that will cat 
and bind fifteen acres of grain In a day. 

In either case these figures are huge when 
compared with the cost of the average car- 
pentet’s kit, which President Schardt of the 
Chicago Federation of Labor places at $35. 
Yet of the trades connected with building 
and along similar lines the carpenter carries 
the most valuable pack unless the cabinet- 
maker may be included with a kit that may 
cost $50. 

te * 
New Tools Every Year. 

The jeweler’s kit gives first place to his 
lathe and second to some of the delicate 
tools that complete it to almost any degree 
of delicacy and efficiency. His wheel cutter 
ranks next in value, perhaps, while the in- 
strument for pivot polishing may be third. 
When he moves from place to place he must 
carry this kit with him; it will not be supplied 
by his employer. | 

Next to the jeweler and watchmaker, the 
carpenter and cabinet maker must hold to his 
Kit and bear it as one of the burdens of his 
trade. Every year new tools are added to 
it, designed to increase the speed and effi- 
ciency of his labor. At the same time some 
of the older men In the carpenter's tradé have 
kits of tools that in cost and present value 
are close to the jeweler’s totals. One man, 
member of the Carpenters’ council in Chi- 
cago, has his kit insured agains? fire to the 
extent of $400. 

The machinist today has few tools of his 
own unless he be in some small town where 
he is his own boss and his own worker. The 
machine shop supplies the machinist with 
tools and keeps them in order and to the limit 
of efficiency. 

The ordinary brick mason may wrap the 
whole equipment for his work inside his lime 
spattered overalls and jacket. The stone 
mason may carry a hammer or two in addi- 
tion to his trowel and level, but he has only 
a small outlay. The plasterer puts the tools 
of his trade under his arm. The cement 
worker in Chicago looks to his employer for 
his tools. The. jourmeyman painter needs 
nothing but his paint spattered outer gar- 
ments in protection of his clothes. 


Equipments in the Trades, 

The stationary engineer who moves from 
ene place to another has his own kit to fol- 
iow. The average plumber invests in his 
favorite equipment, which he puts for the 
most part into the limits of a thirty pound 
pack on his shoulder. The electrician has 
few tools in comparison with the results ob- 
tained from his work. The journeyman 


blacksmith will carry nothing, perhaps, up 
Jess it be one or two favorite hammers. 

Bétween the tradesman and the strictly 
professional man, where an elaborate med. 
fecal or legal equipment runs rapidly inte 
money, there is an army of the employed 
which requires nothing beyond a brain équip- 
ment, supplemented with a. personality and 
& neat suit of clothing. The pack of this 
army is a trunk only. Not é€ven a pei oF 
pencil is required of one of those in the ranks. 

On the other side of this picture is the 
army of the employés, any ore of whom 
May become an employer in any kind of busi- 
ness, almost, simply by having rell 
desk and three chairs moved into a roofs in 
a modern skyscraper and paying for the gilt 
and black letters on door and window, an- 
nouncing just what line his “ company “is 
pursuing in business. His lease is signed and 
his first month's rent is receipted for In ad- 
vance, but if he has been a careful student 
of second hand bargains in the small ad. 
eolumns of the newspapers his office furni- 
ture and fixtures have not cost him as mues 
as the carpenter's kit. 

The relation of all these equipments to the 
mechanical! and stock necessities of the small 
farmer, however, becomes timely just now, 
when so many city workers in all linen are 
thinking of farming. Farming as an oceUe 
pation has become more complex in recent 
years. The man who makes dairying @& 
epecialty is a stranger to the methods of the 
man who ts making his living at poultry 
raising or in growing fruit. But when tie 
genera! utility farmer and farm of northern 
Illinois and northern Missouri are considered, 
the necessities in equipment must strike the 
average city tradesman as appalling. 


Stocking Up a Farm, 

On such an all purpose farm it will be cén- 
sidered that at least eighty acres will be 
necessary. If it be a producti rm fiear 
a good town $80 an acre will be a reason 
ble price to pay. Thereafter, whether tie 
farm be mortgaged or have been paid for 
in cash, it will have to earn the proprieter 
at least $384 clear before his interest at G 
per cent has been wipéd off the. account, 
book. Having the farm, dnd presuming 
that the farm bulidings are enough and im 
habitable, usable condition, the farmer will 
begin to stock up. 

In this stocking up it will be considered 
that in no line of manufacture has the ne- 
cessity for improved machinery of the best. 
and most effective quality been more urgent 
than on the farm. The scarcity of farm ime 
bor has brought about this condition, and ths 
condition. has forced the farmer whdé com 
petes with another farmer to spare nothiag 
in equipment. For this eighty acre fam 
in order to begin sowing and planting for ifs 
first crop, the following list has been ore

These are some conservative figures calling 
the attention of the average city bred man 
to the seriousmess of farming as an occupa- 
tign for one who does not know the business 
He will discover that it is not something 
upon which he may look with an eye to tak- 
ing up the work when he cannot do anything 
else. In the light of the farm equipment he 
will discover that it approaches the seriéus- 
ness of a profession. Yet this list does fiot 
provide for the necessaries that belong toany 
attempt at dairying, either in the niimber 
of cows and hogs or in the cans and pailsand 
separator that so many farmers find nécés4 
sary; and a separator for the milk and créam 
product may cost close to another hundred 
dollars, 

Two horses would not be enough for an: 
economical conduct of the farm; fourmight 
be necessary. In the plowing season if two 
horses only were hitched to a plow, a neces-/ 
sary trip to town In the light trap would step 
all work with the team. Inthe grain harvest 
three horses are needed toa binder, and while 
two will draw the mowing machine a third 
is needed for the hay rake. 

Implements upon which a man may ride 
are economical In the end, for the reason that, 
the man working in the field Is not worn out 
at night. A corn binder saves a long bill of 
expense in the fall, even If the farmer could 
have hired men to cut his corn by hand. Hie 
must have his own implements for planting; 
cultivating, and harvesting for the reason 
that all these are rush seasons and not éven 
the emaliest farmer may depend with cer- 
tainty upon hiring such tools. A man ona 
farm may use his corn planter only five days 
in the spring, but in those five days to have 
been without the use of it for a day might 
cost him the value of two planters In tie 


crop.

A flea 
is perhaps able to jump 500 or 1,000 times its 
Own length; if a flea were as large as an ele- 
phant, what a prodigious jump it could make! 

Btrength is measured by power of doing 
work in proportion to weight. And work is 
measured in ond of two ways, either by lifting 
@® Weight or by setting an object in motion. 
A man does work when he lifts a stone by 
turning the handle of a crane, or by starting 
& railway truck by pushing it. To perform 
work of the first kind the expansion of steam 

| in the cylinder of a steam engine affords a 
— much greater capacity for work than the 
a power of a man, weight for weight; and for 
work of the second kind, the propulsion of a 
masse of matter, the greatest power of work 
‘for the least weight Is derived from the ex- 
Plosion of smokeless gunpowder. 

. How Power Ie Made. 
The power to do work is attributed to the 
possession of energy. It is the energy of the 
coal burned below the boiler of the steam en- 
gine which raises the steam which, by its ex- 
_ pansion in the cylinder, drives forward the 
piston and dots the work of the engine. Itis 
; the energy stored up in the gunpowder which, 
< . When liberated, heats the gae produced by 
— the decomposition of the powder, and expels 
_ the shot with prodigious velocity from the 
muzele of the gun. Of all fuels, the oll ex- 
Ploded in an oil engine contains most energy 
_ im proportion to ite weight; but if it were 
Teasibie to construct an engine driven by 
the explosion of gun cotton it would be more 
economical as regards quantity of energy 
ODtainabie for a given weigtit of fuel, al- 

though uneconomical at regards price. 

The energy of a fuel may be measured by 
the amount of heat which it gives off when 
burned. Weight for weight, hydrogen gas 
ig the most energetic of fuels. One pound of 
hydrogen, burned so that no heat should 
escape, would warm no less than 340 pounds 
of “water from the freezing to the boiling 
point. The total emount of heat set free does 

| not depend on the rate at which the hydrogen 
— is burnt; if mixed with half its' valume of 
: oxyeen and ignited it explodes; the heat is 
 —- liberated rapidly, and the resulting steam ex- 
: pands almost instantaneously, hence the ex- 
: piosion, But the mixture may be burned 
slowly, issuing from a small jet; the tempera- 
ture of the jet is high, ana sucn metais as 
iron, copper, and gold can be boiled by aid 
of the oxy-hydrogen blowpipe. 


_. Strange Scientific Facts. 
The adjective “ strange” is generally ap- 
plied to things which astonish us by their 
power of changing. What can be stranger 
than the formation of pure clear water from 
two invisibie gases? Unless, indeed, it be the 
phenomena exhibited by living plants and 
animais; the shoot growing from the seeds, 
the chick formed from the egg, the butterfly 
from the chrysalis. These have become less 
Strange because they are so familiar, but 
they are none the less wonderful. 

Now I am going to Introduce my readers 
to the strongest thing in the world; that is 
* that whikh contains most energy for its 
eer weight, and it is at the same time the 
, Strangest thing in the world, for it undergoes 

‘the most wonderful change which has ever 

been known. It is a gas, a heavy luminous 

gas, which escapes continuously from com- 

pounds of that mysterious metal , named 

radium. 

Radium itself has never been prepared as a 

Metal. The reason is that its compounds are 

g #0 scarce and precious that no one cares to 
q risk the loss by putting them through the 

. troublesome processes which would lead to 
the production of the metal. Yet an alloy of 
radium with mercury has been prepared, 
and it is known that radium must be a white 
herd metal quickly tarnishing in air, and 
mttacked by water because its compounds 
are similar to those of barium, and these are 
the properties of barium. Radium is ex- 
tracted from minerals which contain urani- 
um, & rare metal; its chief source is named 
pitchbiende, which has the appearance of a 
Heavy black rock. It has recently been 
shown that the amount of radium in minerals 
which contain uranium is exactly propor- 
tioned to the amount of uranium in them.

Making the Radium Gas. 

When a salt of radium.. preferably the bro- 
mide, which is a white, soluble substance not 
talike common salt, is dissolved in water, a 
gas slowly comes off the solution. This gas 
ts found to be « mixture of oxygen and hy- 
drogen, nearly in the proportion necessary to 
form water. Now, water can be resolved 
into its constituent gases by an electric cur> 
tent. If.a current be passed through water 
scidifned with a little weak sulphuric acid, 
hydrogen appears in bubbles at the negative 
pole and oxygen at the positive, arid the pro- 
portions are-two volumes of hydrogen for 
tach volume of oxygen. These are the pro- 
portions of these gases which form water:

They can. be 
pumped away by help of-an eir pump, while 
most of the emanation is left in the tube. 


Powerful Though Tiny. 

If, after they have been removed, the 
liquid air is allowed to boj] away, and the tube 
warms up to the temperature of the atmos- 
phere, the emanation again becomes gas, but 
there ig so little of it that It cannot be seen in 
an ordinary wide tube; it requires a specially 
narrow tube, like the stem of a thermometer, 
to make it possible to see and to measure it. 
A tenth of a gram, or a little more than a 
grain of radium bromide,. gives about one 
thirty, thousandth part of a cubjc centimeter 
in a week, say the amount of gas which would 
occupy about four divisions. on the stem of 
an ordinary mercury thermometer.. This is 
an excessively small quantity, but it has an 
enormous store of energy in it. . Far if water 


let into the tube, which contains it, it de- 


composes that water into oxygen and hydro- 
gen gases, and these. gases possess. nearly 
100,QU0 times the volume.of the emanation. 
Now .to decompose the water, as much energy 
must be put into it as the gases of which it 
consists .would give out on heing exploded. 
So that one volume of the luminous emana- 
tion must give out as much energy as 100,000 
its volume of oxygen’‘and hydrogen 
mixed in the proportion.of 1 volume of oxy- 
gen to.2 of hydrogen. \ 

But thieris only a small part of the energy 
contaiped in the emanation. . It has been 
found that a grain of radtum gives out con- 
tinuously as much heat as would heat a grain 
of water from. the freezing to, the: boiling 
point every hour; it is also known that about 
three-quarters of this heat is given off by the 
emanation, one quarter being given off by the 
radium in changing into the emanation. 
And; ag heat, as explained aboye, is.a form 
of. energy, the total energy.eyolved from the 
emanation can be calculated. During its 
comparatively short life of twenty-eight 
days... one grain of the emanation gives off 
enough heat to heat 850,000 grains of water 
from freezing te boiling point; if this energy, 
were all utilized in decomposing water,:it 
would yield about three and one-half million 
times ite volume of mixed oxygen and hydro- 
gen gases; only a,comparatively small frac- 
tion of its total energy accordingly is used in 
this mannef—about one-thirty-fifth . part; 
the rest is probably given off asheat. _ 

We have here been dealing with volumes; 
the density of the emanation is notaccurately 
known, but it is probably about 100 times as 
heayy ab hydrogen. Reckoned by. weight. 
therefore, it is probable that one pert of 
emanation would do as much work as 200,000 
times its weight of mixed oxygen and hydro- 
gen gases. Compared with dynamite. it is 
considerably over 400,000 times as powerful. 


Pound Equals 160 Tons Dynemite. 
Just think. of what this means; a pound of 
emanation, if we could get it, or if.we could 
utilise ite energy, would be equal to at least 
140 tons of dynamite! 1s it not the strongest 
thing {In the world? 
This emanation apparently-is to be found 


-everywhere, in earth, water, and air; but only 


in minute quantity. It is more abundant in 
underground waters; and that leads to the 
suspicion that it is being: produced in the 
depths of the earth, possibly from buried 
compounds of radium. As yet, Ifttie is 
known of the changes which {t can‘ produce, 
but it is known that the emanation itse.f 
undergoes the most astonishing of all 

It. was the dream of alchemists to trans- 
mute lead into gold; transmutation of:baser 
metals into gold still remains a dream. . Lead 
and gold are termed “ elethenits”’ by chem- 
ists; that means that they have never been 
converted into any simpler forms pf matter. 
But the emanation renders us less skeptical 
of the wisdom of the ancients, for it under- 
g0es such.a transformation of its own ac- 
cord. It is true that the product is not gold; 
‘it is helium, a gas existing in minute amount 
in our atmosphere, but if greater abundance 
in the atmosphere of the sun and numerous 
stars; and helium is, in ordinary parlance, an 
element, and has never been resolved into 
anything simpler. Indeed it is. difficult to 
see how any simplification could occur, unless 


it were to change into hydrogen; for it is al-: 


ready the lightest of all substances, hydro- 
gen excepted. During the time that the ema- 
nation is decaying,” losing its power of 
giving off heat, and decomposing water, it is 
changing into helium; and after about a 
month the change is nearly campliete. Itis 
true that helium is not the only product, but 
little or nothing is known of .the other sub- 
stances produced. They appear to be solids 
which adhere to the sides of the tube which 
contain the decaying emanation; for they, 
too, are luminous for a short time. But if 
is an undoubted fact that In radium we have 
an element in the act of decomposing; the 
process of its decomposition laste about 
years; and the first stage is the change into 
ite emanation, which In ite turn changes to 
helium. Is not thie the strangest thing in 
the world? And in its change it parts with 
an amount of energy greater than any con- 
ceived of before. The problem before us is to 
utilize thie energy, but how that is to be done 
still remains an unexplored field.

Not-even John D. Rookefeller Jr., whose 
weekly expositions‘of biblical texts continue 
to interest the secular and religious world, 
may. be named in, this connection. 

As a matter of fact; the strongest financial 
power in the world, springing virtually, from 
a single center, is that which harks back 
to the owner. of $61,000 worth out .of the 
$100,000 capital stock of the Equitable Life 
Assurance society, which not only controls 
the $351,000,000 of assets of that company 
but represents ‘controlling investments in 
banks and .trust, and safe deposit compa- 
nies ‘having $90,000,000 of capital and sur- 
plus, and which, in. connection with the 
Mutual Life Insurance company of New 
York, forms’ a financial combination of 
banks and allied institutions which repre- 
sents a@ money power aggregating no less 
than ‘two billion dollars. 

‘ Refuses $15,000,000 Offer. 

It has not been generally realized that the 
Equitable-Morgan-Mutual Life stood for so 
much in the financial world, but Jeast of all 
has it been appreciated that the pivot or ful- 
crum on which such a combination rested 
was the controlling interest in the Equitable 
life, a company with only $100,000 capital 
stock, with $381,000,000 of assets, and an an- 
nual income of $73,000,000, and which, after 
paying 7 per cent interest on its capital 
stock, with necessary costs of operation, ad- 
Gitions to surplus and the like, turns over 
its surplus profits to policy holders. 

It was only last week that fourteen shares 
of Equitable stock were offered for sale at 
public auction in New York and were bought 
in by the owner at $3,000 bid, thirty times 
the par value. As the stock pays only 7 per 
cent, the return at $3,000 for a $100 share 
would be cnly one-fifth of 1 per cent. 

It would be hard to guess what would be bid 
for a control of the Equitable Life when all 
it represents is considered. Not long ago 
its ‘vice president, James H. Hyde, son of 
the foundér, was said to have been offered 
$15,000,000 for his $61,000 of the capital stock. 
Rumor went so far as to attribute the offer 
to both Standard Oil and Gates interests, 
Fortunately for the general public the offer 
was refused, for it would be in the nature of 
a public digaster if the control of such an in- 
stitution, wit ramifications animating 
$2,000,000,000 of capital, were put on the mar- 
ket, . The fiduciary character of the society,

R. JOHN SWEENEY'S detective 
reminiscences, .“‘ At Seotiand Yard,” 
and the extraordinary. arrest and 
committal by the police of one of 
their own spies, John William Camp, 
recall the “ Life of Vidocq "—certainly the 
most crafty, daring, and successful of crim- 
inals, when crime was his trade, and of de- 
tectives when he had turned thief trapper. 

It is odd to think that the most successful 
entertainer in London in the year 1845 was 
this treacherous scoundrel. Vast and fash- 
fonable crowds flocked to hear him teil the 
extraordinary story of his life. He donned 
his chains, his galley dress, and the huge 
iron balls which, he had worn at Brest; and 
as he told his stories he changed his face 
irrecognizably again and again, appearing 
successively as a pickpocket, a coal heaver, 


‘a galley slave, a Jew, 2 scullion, and a nun. 


Vidocg hed in a month as many adventures 
as most desperadoes have ina lifetime. Here 
is the record of a few weeks’ experiences: 

or an assault on a rival, whom he surprised 

ping with his mistress, Francine, in a tav- 
ern, he was imprisoned in Lille in St. Peter's 
tower. Hither Francine brought him daily 
and piecemeal in her muff the uniform of a 
police inspector, which Vidocg donned, and, 
with a face which his own ‘mother would 
have failed to recognize—for he had a Gar- 
rick’s power of mimicry—he walked boldly to 
the prison gate. The gatekedper, an old gal- 
ley slave, sharp eyed as a lynx, saluted the 
police inspector and threw open the gate with 
eager deference. 


Tricks the Police. | 

Instead of hiding Vidocg next day swag- 
gered through the town, enjoying the hue 
and cry after nimseif he heard at-every turn. 
He had hardly sat duwn to dinner ina tavern 
when a sergeant and four men came thither 
in‘search of him. Vidocg went straight up 
to. the sergeant and said, “ If you are look- 
ing for that scoundrel, Videcg, hide here in

this closet, and the moment he enters ] 
shall let you know,” 

When the sergeant and his men had packed 
themselves into the cloeet Vidocg turneé the 
key, and shouting, “It is Vidocg himself 
who has locked you in,” bolted. Three days 
later, however, he was caught and locked up 
in a dungeon with a criminal called Calen- 
drin, who had aiready worked a secret hole 
half through the wall, which in another 
three days with Vidocg's help became an ap- 
parently practicable breach. 

Vidocq, having stripped himeelf stark 
naked, thrust his body half through the hole, 
which then gripped him like atrap. He was 
horribly lacerated, and had to shriek for the 
guards to extricate him. A week later his 
trial came on, and, with eighteen other cul- 
prits, he was taken to the court and waited 
there in an anteroom for his turn to be ar- 


raigned. 


Walks Out of Court. 

The prisoners were attended by two gend- 
armes within the anteroom, while without 
it was guarded by a corporal and a troop of 
soldiers. One of the two gendarmes, having 
been summoned into the court, left behind 
him his hat and cloak, which Vidocq donned 
instantly, and, taking another prisoner by 
the arm, he led him to the door, which the 
corporal threw open to them, and both were 
free. 

But the reckless Vidocg was never free for 
long. He was flung into prison on the charge 
of attempting to murder Francine—who had 
stabbed herself in despair of his love—but 
from this dungeom he escaped through the 
carelessness of the turnkey. 

Again taken; and flung Into a dungeon 
whose walls were five feet thick, he, with the 
help of two other desperadoes, dug down be- 
neath them, only to find, when the last stone

testify as to the hazards of his business. 

“The inference to be drawn, however,” 
wrote a financial critic, “ is that Mr. Schwab 
sold the Bethlehem plant to himself for a 
great many million dollars, paid himseif 
with stocks and bonds, and then kept the 
Bethlehem plant for himself.” 

Lawson, who began life as a messenger 
boy in the streets of Boston, has been telling 
a good deal of Rogers, who began as a news- 
boy selling papers in the streets of New Bed- 
ford, Mass. This messenger boy, attacking 
the newsboy, has indicated one of the most 
susceptible openings in the armor of the 
captain of industry.

It 
was he, testifying before the interstate com- 
merce commission, who said that it was 
“easy enough to borrow $70,000,000 if you 
ere good.” He was regarded as a wonder 
at testifying, talking with a seeming utmost 
freedom, and, after all, saying little thes 
was conclusive in any way. 

The two Rockefellers, Morgan, Keene, the 
Moores, Carnegie, Frick, and a dozen others 
might be named as captains of industry 
whose movements are significant to half the 
world. Each has his methods. that are gov- 
erned by the principle of every man for him- 
self and the hindmost one for the evil one. 
Brother might wreck brother in the processes 
of business, afterward to consider whatever 
call might come for charity, because of the 
ties of blood, 

The measure of Morgan, as taken by the 
German emperor at the time Morgan’s star 
was in perihelion, serves as a measure of 
many captains of industry in America: 

“ I found him to be a man of few ideas, but 
tremendous audacity, who has been wonder- 
fully served by circumstance. His chief 
merit lies in seizing upon the right time in 
which to effect combines on a scale which 


‘heretofore nobody else has dared to at- 


tempt. But in doing so Mr. Morgan has 
been the instrument of frrepressible eco- 
nomic conditions.”

that nobody shall leave the place until the 
demonstration in hand is made. This may 
be a matter of hours or of days; and while 
the task is in hand master and men may not 
leave the laboratory, having meals served 
there and sleeping as they may on benches 
and: couches. 

To this man of men in the mastery of me- 
chanical things, a seeming fatlure is only a 
spur to further work on the samie line, and 
so sharply does the occasion prick that he 
knows no rest ‘under the task, In his old 
workshop gown, reaching to his heels over 
a stained and shiny nondescript trousers and 
jacket, he ig the last in his laboratory to eat 
and to fall asleep when the work in hand 
presses to a finish. 

Of this man, described on one occagion by 
a friend as “‘an ingenious mechanic,” an- 
other friend has said: * I doubt if any living 
scientist is able te grasp the significance of 
accidental phenomena with anything lfke the 
quickness that belongs to Edison's nature.” 

It was this quickness of perception that 
made the phonograph possibile. Edison had 
been singing into the mouthpiece of a tele- 
phone when the vibration of the diaphragm 
sent the fine meta) point into his finger. In- 
stantly the effect of the reverse order of 
the phenomena occurred to him.. He. took 
up. * pigce of paper, and calling Hello, 


hello "’ into the mouthpiece, passed the paper 
over the needle point. Then with an ear to 
the receiver he drew the paper back over 
the metal and heard the faint “ Hello, hello ”’ 
that in a moment made the phonograph. 

‘This perception, together with Edison’s 
freedom from the necessity of inspiration— 
having his material always in hand, with only 
the task of making the application—has made 
him the light of inventiveness in America 
In this. connection his fondness for epigrams 
led him away from the spirit of the true 
genius when he took occasion to say that 
“Genius is 2 per cent inspiration and 98 
per cent perspiration.”” Edison discovered 
the principle of the phonograph by accident 
and followed it up; Mergenthaler started out 
to make a machine that would set type when 
all the world was saying that in typesetting, 
at least, the cunning human hand always 
would keep its cunning. 

In the days since Edison was going into 
debt, signing notes, and paying them only 
after they had gone to protest, he has evolved 
a system in his business relations with the 
world. In those early days he could not see 
the importance of bookkeeping when his 
credit was good, and the protest fees were 
never more than $1.50. Today he has set- 
tled a million dollars or more upon his wife, 
with the injunction, “ If I fail, take care of

and concentrator are thrown. 

Asbestos always chars and sometimes fuses.

Melts the Fire Bricks, : 
Father Himalaya isa remarkable man. His 


life has been devoted to scientific pursuits. , 


He has in Portugal erected three sun con- 
centrating machines, and he says that, with 
$50,000 cash, he could bulld one that, through 
greater concentration, would develop a tem- 
perature higher even than that of the sun 
itself. Father Himalaya is tall, six feet, 
spare, and distinguished looking. Student is 
marked upon his face indelibly. He speaks 
his own language, Spanish, French, Italian, 
and Latin fluently; but with English he strug- 
gles painfully. “‘It is the hardest of all,” 
he seid as he appealed to an associate to in-. 
terpret for him. - 
The pyrheliophoro is situated on an exposed 
hiliside, just east of the Philippine reserva- 
tion at the world’s fair, where the sun’s rays 
fall directly upon the convex surface of the 
great shield shaped reflector made up of 
6,000 little mirrors, each five by six inches. 
The apparatus consists of a great convexed, 
brilliant surface, surrounded by heavy iron 
girders and framework that serve as sup- 
ports and control the motor, for the pyrhelio- 
phoro has two motions in order that its sur- 
face shall be aiways toward the sun. One of 
these motions is that of the seasons, and the 
other follows the daily course of the sun. 
They are brought about by a delicately con- 
structed clock. 
Directly in front of the face of the reflector, 
is the sun furnace proper. This.is a retort 
lined with fire brick, and the concentration 
of the rays of the sun by the mirror throws

there has been such a thing as science, 
scientists have been speculating on this 
problem. Some have maintained that the 
great heat of the sun was due to kinetic 
force; others that it is due to the impact with 
the sun of aerolites in great numbers. 

- “Others have maintained that the heat 
of the sun is due to the contraction of the 
solar nebule, Still other men. of science 
have said it is due to the oxydation of the mat- 
ter of the body of thesun. The latest theory 
that has come in with.the discovery of the

“I am prepared to maintain successfully 
my claim that all these theories are errone- 
ous. The heat of the sun is not due to shock 
or to contraction of nebule or to oxydation 
or radio activity. It is of electrical origin, 
As to radio activity, I find that the radiation 
of the sun is quite opposite in its nature to 
that of radium, 

“This discovery has opened for me a win- 
dow into the face of nature which hitherto 
has been closed to the scientific world. I 
now have a well based theory—only a theory, 
however, as yet—as to the source of the elec- 


trical energy that produces the rays of the 


sun. I have discovered, theoretically, at 
least, the way to use hitherto unknown forces 
of nature.

Opens Up New Fields. 

“If thie theory of mine is true and prac- 
tical our knowledge of nature will be settied 
upon an entirely new basis and‘our actual 
industrial methods of today will be revolu- 
tionized. The problem of energy is to be 
solved in another way than those known 
at present. 

“A great part of the public has had the 
wrong idea of my sun machine and of what 
it is hoped to accomplish. Possibly I should: 
say that the public has exaggerated ideas on 
the subject. I believed it is practical with 
the pyrheliophoro to reduce alumina oxide 
and produce therefrom alumintum. This 
perhaps is the only application to metals.

“The pyrheliophoro shows positively that 
no matter how high a temperature a sub- 
stance may be subjected to, there is no 
change in its atomic composition. Aluminium 
under. 12,000 degrees of heat is still alumini- 
um. This has been a mooted question 
among the scientists, always. The pyrhelio- 
phoro successfully explodes the dreams of 
the alchemists of old whe thought to change 
the baser metals into gold. It cannot be 
done. 

“As to the improvement of the fertility of 
the soll, which is one of the things I had 
hoped for, I am prepared to say after ex- 
periments here extending through a month 
that the problem has been solved. How this 
is to be. done I cannot explain at this time. 

“ ‘Bhe use of the pyrheliophoro for the gen- 
eration of steam or for the creation of a mo- 
tive power by some other means will come, 
but for that Iam not quite ready. ‘I hecom- 
mercial value of the sun motor is of neces- 
sity: limited by atmospheric conditions.

Father Himalaya talks of his apparatus 
with an intensity of feeling that marks him 
an enthusiast, yet he is thoroughly practical. 
He ig: extremely careful in his statements 
lest some misconstruction oi his words may 
be made. He will announce nothingas a fact 
uniess he feels certain he has provedit. But 
with these things which he feels to have 
proved,-as the origin of the sun’s rays, and 
the impossibility of changing the molecular 
properties of matter, he is more than positive 
—he is vehement. 

The pyrheliophoro is to be removed from 
the World's Fair grounds at the close of the 
exposition, probably to be set up again at 
Lisbon, in Portugal. Father Himalaya hopes 
to enlist the interest and aid of wealthy men 
in his own and other countries for building 
a larger instrument that will catch and con- 
fine the highest heat that is physically pos- 
sible.

Beginnings of Hie Fortune. 

At'14 years old, Peter Reinberg was 
a team. In the marketing seagon it waa” 
produce which ge hauléd to the Hight 
street market on the south side, rising at} 
o’clock in the morning in order to be in dine 
for a good position with his wagon. Clark 
street was the one evallable thoroughfare 
in the city direction, and yet it. was a good 
road which allowed of the market wagon's 
drawing up at Pighteenth street and Wabash 
avenue as early as 5 o’clock In the morning. 
According toj| seagon a wagon load of produce 
was valuable. Frequently the elder Reinberg : 
sent the first watermelons into thé Chicago 
market in those days before refrigerator 
lines from the south. Early tomatoes fre- 
quently brought $4 a2 bushel tn the beginning 
of a’ season and 4 cents a bushel at the endof 
it. But a produce [oad that brought $100 was 
a valuable lad as compared with a $1,500 
load of roses and carnations in Christmas 
week at the present time. 

Mr. Reinberg’s keenest recollections of his 
early @ays as a teamster are of the winter 
days when he hitched up his team before. 
daylight and started. for the city livery 
stables and private barne for stable manure. 
In the bitterest weather it meant sitting in 
the wagon in order that the horses might trot 
most of the way in. Frequently he had to 
drive to a dozen places in order to make up 
the Joad, and*then would.come, the long drive 
to the northwest, im the teeth of a biting 
wind, walking beside the wagon sometimes in— 
order to keep from freezing hands and feet. . 

Today Mr. Reinberg lives in a comfortable .

“There are times in the year when the 
flawer market is dul] and when the prices of 
flowers are at the botfom,. It fis then that 
the florist is disposed to say he. will gather 
his blooms and dump them as waste fertilis- 

“My philosophy is to make every effort 
at those times to market the blossoms; ré- 
gardiesa of the prices they may bring. My 
observation its that the flower habit ts catch 
ing. When firet grew roses ‘there was no 
particularly sharp demand for them. At that 
time* flowérs were brought here from te 
east for the most paft, and the public bought 
only. when it had to, you might sey. There 
ts no 4oubt that the per capita consumption 
of flowers has increased greatly in Chicago, .

The average of the Ameritan 
beauty roges for the year is about $4 a désen 
and of carnations $2a hundred. | 

Cleveland, 0., is regarded by Leonard Kill, 
manager for Mr. Reinberg, as the best ower” 
market for its size of any other city in the 
United States. It buys more flowers, per 
capita, and pays a higher price for them than 
does any other city. Detroit is another good 
northern market. S8t. Louis is a good buyer 
of the best in flowers, and Kangas City buys 
many, though of a cheaper grade.. New Or- 
leans is one of the best of the winter marketa,~ 
and on All Souls’ day, on Nov. 2, it received

During Each Year.

HE handling of sums of money approxi- 
mating $100,000,000 each year is a feat 
with which but few people have to 
trouble themselvés.’ Lemoyne 8, Hatch 
is one of thése few. Mr. Hatch is in 
charge of the “ currency bin *” of the First 
National bank and annually bank notes, sil- 

ver certificates, and gold pass thréugh his 
hands to a total of the amount above named. 

He has heen handling money for the last six 
years, so he has counted in his life something 
like over $800,000,000. Wednesday night of 
last week, at @ contest Reld by bank clerks, 
he conclusively proved the old adage to the . 
effect that practice makes perfect, by count~ 

ing a total of $6,000 in hotes of various de- 
nominations in the record breaking time of 

21 minutes 6% seconds., 

This money. in the form of notes of differ- 
ent denominations, 5s, 10s, and 20s, was 
wrapped in one large spackage. divided by 
strips into.samall parcels. In counting the 
money Mr. Hatch sorted the denominations 
together, counted them, wrapped them up in 
packages, and made out @ complete state- 
ment of the currency handled. Each package 
of each denomination was “ proved” after 
being sorted and after being tled up, so in all 
the 845 bills of which the amount consisted 


were bandied three times, equaling the count- 


ing of 2,585 bills one time. ‘This is consider- 
ably over 100 bills per minute. | 
Counts Money All Day. .. 
“ ‘This is @ little faster than we generally 
work during the day's work,” said Mr... 
Hatch, “but still we count a good many 
notes each minute during the day. We work 
about seven hours each Gay and count 
money al). the time.

And this 
is practically true of every man who labors, 
with the sole exception of the comparatively 
few men who do uhskilled labor of the cheap- 
est and roughest kind, and who earn just 
enough to keep them strong enough to con- 
tinue working. That class of men are not 
fortunate even in America; but fortunatély

Understood by All Criminals.

A police captain 
is designated by an entire face, bearded: a sergeant by the 
lower half of the face; and a policeman by the upper half of 
the face.

This sign language is common in Naples and Sicily, 
where illiteracy is the rule, and its use is based largely upon 
the current slang. But criminal hieroglyphics are not merely 
fragmentary. From the valuable collection which’ the cele- 
brated Hans Gross discovered in the little Austrian dity of 
Friestadt, and which dated back to the Napoleonic wara, 
when criminals were numerous in that frontier city; It ap- 
pears that hieroglyphics are used by the Mliterate criminal 
classes as widely and commonly as We use slang in out col- 
loquial speech, 


Signatures Revert to Totems. 

This mass of material reduces itself to three prineipal 
Sroups. The most important of them, comprising 516 In- 
stances out of 1,700, includes the representations of robbers’ 
names. This excessive use of signatures may be due to an ex- 
aggerated sense of personality, or it may be an atavistiec 
tendency similar to the practice common among the savages 
and/among the old Egyptians, of representing the names of 
the chiefs, of the kings, of the tribes, of the totems. Or 
there may be in the name the more important idea of recogni- 
tion by an accomplice, or concealment from the authorities. 

Some of the hieroglyphics which stand for names are 
curious. That of “ cannibal,“ a brigand who gained this name 
from some brutal adventure, was a big nose, and a bow with 
two arrows; a retired veterinary surgeon was designated by 
a horse’s head; a schoolmaster by the figure of a teacher; a 
drunkard by a mug of beer, or by a mug of beer surrounded

On the other hand, many of the semi-pictorial symbols . 


used by thieves are marked by that cynicism which imbues 
all their slang and their manner of feeling and thought. For 
the same reason simple symbols have always a dishonest 
or bad meaning; a bookseller for a counterfeiter, a missal for 
a church about to be despoiled. Some of the characters have 
a humorous and a savage flayor about them at the same 
time; thus a heart signifies joy, a pair of shoes a long jour- 
grey, flags in a row mean that one will be pursued by many 


people, a cat in the road is unhappiness, a trumpet signifies 


that all is known; scales, “divide the booty.” 

Among the hieroglyphies are some the significance of 
which it is hard to see, There are lines and designs which 
appear conventional and can only be symbols reduced to their 
lowest terms. For example, & vertical line means “ Plead not 
guilty.” An inverted V means “arrested.”’ A horizontal 
line stands for punishment and also for theft, Evidently 
these lines are the vestiges of the feathers used in antiquity, 
reduced to a minimum. Sometimes the symbols have an 
individuality about them. Thus one who has for his nickname 
“The Crab,” when he wishes to say in a letter that he has 
confessed, draws a picture of a crab with its antenni® open, 
shows them closed when he has pleaded innocent, and halt 
open when he has kept silence. 


Make Entire Language. 


Thus with ideographic and phonetic signs one can weave 


an entire language, and give precise directions, helping out, - 


if need be, by the letters of a eryptographal alphabet, or with 
arithmetic ciphers. Im the {invitation to his accomplices is 
told a whole story: The parrot is the totem, or nickname, of 
a thief, so-gailed because of his loquacity; then there is a 
sign of a church and a key; underneath there are three 
stones, piled up, which alludes to St. Stephen, the martyr, 
who was stoned to death, and whose day is Dec. 26; then 
there is @ Child in a bundle, which signifies the nativity. 
Translated, all this reads: “ The thief called Parrot means to 
rob a certain church on the 26th of December. Here, where 
the drawing is found, his accomplices will meet him.” But 
the police happened to understand these symbols, and, hiding 
near the church, captured the burglars. 

It is interesting to note that the symbols are alike In dif- 
ferent cougtries and among diverse peoples, evidently be- 
cause they have a common psychological basis; such as, for 
example, the heart for joy, nails for grief, a cat for disgeace, 
a snake for poison and revenge. In every way this use of 
pictures and hieroglyphics is the most certain corroboration 
of the theory which makes atavism the basis of criminality.

ELL how a country treats its widows and I will 
tell you how civilized it is.” 

So declares Charles Letourneau, general sec- 
retary of the Anthropological society of Paris, 
who asserts that one of the signs of the world’s 
progress is the imprévement in the condition of 


widows. 
This indication of the social evolution is a 


hobby of the famous anthropologist, who har just published 
the result of his researches. 


Widowhood, the French savant declares, is a necessary 


adjunct to civWization, and the treatment of bereaved women 
a comparative though not an absolute test of enlightenment. 
To begin with, widowhood does not and cannot exist in an- 
archic societies. Some kind of marriage is a condition prece- 
dent. It may not be much of a ceremony, to be sure; it 
may consistdn the bridegroom either purchasing or capturing 
his bride: but even this is a crude aspiration to social order, 
a recognition of customs arid laws, and is a step ahead of the 
promiscuity practiced by the Australian Kamilarol 


M. Letourneau discusses the status of the widow In all 


lands and under every condition, and the result of his re- 
searches is enough to convince any one, he thinks, that in 
most environments the woman deprived of her lord is an ob- 
ject of commisseration; and this holds true whether that lord 
is an indulgent paymaster to her milliner and dressmaker or 
@ cruel taskmaster who drives her to the fields. 


In many savage tribes the coniition of the widow is reg- 


ulated in a simple and, for herself, a sad way. The woman, 
who fias usually been captured or bought by the deceased 
in his lifetime, is not emancipated: when the husband dies. 
She is an asset, belonging to the heir at. law. 
additional and painful duties are imposed upon her. For in- 
stance, the Hottentot woman who ha#hbeen so unfortunate 
as to survive her master, must cut off a finger joint.

In equatorial Africa a son inherits the wives of his father, | 
but he professes no filial duties to any of them, Being him- 
self young, and having an eye to ebony loveliness, he treats 
his inherited harem as an asset simply, and throws it upon 
the market. If his father happen to have been a man of 
quality,. the women bring good prices, nc matter how old or

But it is not so easy in primitive ; ociety to dispose of just

Not caring to be incumbered 
with unattached females, society simply has a prescribed 


way of immolating them. This is sometimes a religious cere- 
monial and sometimes it is not, but it is prevalent in commu- 
nities wide apart. In certain parts of New Zealand to this 


day the widow is strangled at the obsequies. 


When a king dies at Yourriba, Africa, four of his wives 
At Ka- 


tunga the chief wife thus immolates herself, and the eldest 


son and principal personages of the kingdom must do the 
same thing. 


When the king of Dahomey dies a genera! massacre fol- 


lows, his ~idows playing an important part as victims. 
Strange as it may appear today, the same custom prevailed 
in primitive Germany. Savages in all countries, to whatever 
‘race they belong, resemble each other and repeat themselves.

Its Treatment of Widows > 
trys Civilization 
Can Be Tested 


Among various peoples funeral sacrifices are replaced by 
mutilations, more or less voluntary. Polynesian women cut 
gashes on their faces and bodies to show their grief, and yet 
it is no uncommon sight at Noukahiva to see a creature thus 
branded with the marks of recent bereavement making merry 
with foreign sailors. 

It is a fact that cannot be gainsaid, according to this 
writer, that practically all laws, whether spread upon the 
statute books of advanced peoples or handed down by tradi- 
tions and customs among the heathen—all laws governing 
domestic relations give the male person a decided advantage. 
One reason for this no doubt lies in the fact that the male 
person, under almost every government, makes the laws. 

In many of the redskin tribes of North America second 
marriages ate not tolerated until after a long delay, but 
even where such regulations exist the widower may remarry 
much sooner than the widow. There are exceptions. Among 
the Omaha Indians the husband may not remarry until after 
a season of mourning extending over a period of seven years 


unless he buy his freedom from the dead wife's people. The 


price of such release is usually a pony. 
Must Marry her’s Widow. 

The natives of the Himalayan Bhootan are sometimes 
monogamous, sometimes polygamous, and sometimes polyan- 
drous, and these variations naturally affect widowhood. 
Among the monogamous and polygamous the widow can 
marry only after a delay of three years. Of course, in the 
polyandrous household there can hardly be such a thing az 
widowhood. Generally speaking, however. in such a state 
of society the woman marries brothers, but if she do not, 
then upon the death of one of her husbands his eldest brother 
succeeds to his share of the wife and to his marital rights. 
This custom, though less refined, is akin to the old Jewish 
levirate, which commanded a man to marry his brother's 
widow. And under the law the first issue of such marriage 
was considered the son and heir of deceased . 

With the passing of the Hebrew commonwealth the le- 
virate, being no longer compulsory, fell into disuse; at the 
same time it is an interesting fact, which -M. Letéurneau 
points out, that the custom is widely spread even unto this 


day, especially among peoples whose code is a crude jumble. 


of traditions. In Melanesia, New Caledonia, the brother-in- 
law, whether already married or not, must take the widow to 
wife. It was also practiced, and is set to a limited extent, 
among the aborigines of the western hemisphere, especially 
the Chippeways. In Nicaragua the widow of an Indian be- 
longs to the brother, or, if there be no brother, to the near- 
est male relative. : 


Must Marry Dead Brother’s Betrothed. 


The code of Manu, going a step farther, imposes the levi- 
rate even upon the brother of a betrothed mar who dies. This 
is far from shocking to even the modern civilized sense. The 
prince of Wales had an elder brother who was betrothed 
to his present wife, then princess of Teck. The elder brother 
died, and it is scarcely going too far to say that public opin- 
ion in England demanded that the heir to the present king 
espouse his brother's flancée. All this happened less than 
fifteen years ago. 

M. Letourneau does not view the levirate as particularly 
harsh, and he calls attention to the fact that it‘is not the 
uncivilized people alone who make the widow's portion a 
hard one. Although on certain sides, he declares, the old 
Chinese civilization puts the European to shame, it is back- 
ward tn ite relation to all that concerns widows. The servi- 
tude of a Chinese woman is so extreme that she owes alie- 
giance first to her parents, then to <r husband, and next to 
her son. She remarries or is sold without being consulted 
at all. 

India is not altogether a barbarous country, yet every 
well informed person knows of the sacrificing of woman 
upon the funeral pyre of her husband. ae

Savant’s Estimate Not Flattering.

M. Letourneau concludes from his researches that the 
fate of the widow has varied with the matrimonial forms In 
use, and according to the degree of civilization, but that it 
has not always been ameliorated in proportion to the general 
progress; that laws and customs have ever been kind to the 
widower, and that the condition of the woman was better 
even in certain primitive societies than it became later. 

Traces of ancestral iniquities are preserve! in the modern 
codes which, though nearly emancipating the widow, push 
the fanaticism of consanguinity so far as not to consider 
her the relative of her husband as concerns property. From 
@ social) point of view, he declares, tae whole of his survey 
of the treatment of widows is mot flattering for humanity. 

“In short, the easy resignation with which men and 
women bear widowhood, places mankind, as regards nobility 
of sentiment, far below certain species of animals, as, for 
example, the Illinois paraquet, for whom widowhood and
